She especially enjoys creat¬ 
ing functional objects that not only appeal to her, but that she can also use. She also admits, “The 
best thing about being a pipe maker is that I can replace and fix my pieces.”

Who Are the Real Drug Dealers? 

Once upon a time, in a tropical land 
known as Florida, there was a highly 
confused young girl. That girl was me. I 
started my journey in an institution at the 
tender age of 13, where I was diagnosed 
with manic-depressive disorder. (Later 
it was given the fluffy name “bipolar.”) I 
spent about 30 days in rehab, where I was 
given Zoloft. It was meant to “fix” the hurt 
I had endured. It was decades later that I 
understood it is okay to hurt. Feeling sad is 
a normal part of life. 

While in this “hospital,” I learned all 
sorts of new criminal and sexual ideas 
from the influence of my fellow patients. 

I went from a girl who smoked pot and 
occasionally did LSD to a full-fledged 
drug and sex addict. From there I turned 
into a homeless hardcore drug addict, 
but with intermittent readmissions to 
the “hospital,” each time leaving it with 
a stronger designer drug courtesy of Big 
Pharma. And each time the results were 
more disastrous than the last. Here is the 
thing about psychiatric medications: They 
have all sorts of appalling side effects, 
ranging from nausea to hives to periods 
of manic, soaring thoughts to involuntary 
muscle movements (sometimes perma¬ 
nent), among others. All of the traits 
that Big Pharma assures you its wonder 
drugs will stop, they will sometimes 


enhance and most 
assuredly add to 
the patient’s list of 
problems. 

At one point, I spent three 
days in a coma. Shortly after I 
came home, my friend said to 
me: “Why don’t you just smoke?” 
(meaning marijuana). But I was 
afraid to smoke pot. Instead, I 
suffered alone with my thoughts. 

I grew to the point where I strug¬ 
gled to speak to other people. 
Suicide was a constant thought: 
Just be done with it. This went 
on for maybe a year. 

Then I ran into an old friend. 
We went back to her house and 
smoked pot. All of a sudden, 
the chains that had held me so 
tightly began to loosen. The fear 
was gone. The ability to sit, to 
talk, even to laugh, rushed to the 
surface—along with the ability to 
just he still. That stillness was/is 
something you truly can’t appreci¬ 
ate until you’ve lost that ability. 

No more fidgeting, wiggling or 
tapping—I was able to be still 
and enjoy my surroundings. The 
screaming ladies in my head were quiet 
for once. My own inner voice could be 
heard. 

Right then and there, I knew what 
I had to do: I was going to become a 
“criminal” to save my life. It has been 
several years since the day that I was 
freed. But now I have a new fear: the 
fear of being arrested and having my 
children taken from me. I don’t want to 
be a criminal. I don’t want to be afraid 
that smoking a beneficial plant that 
grows in nature will put me in a cage. I 
fear returning to the pills that kept me 
sick. With marijuana, life is so much eas¬ 
ier for me: I can relax, play outside, go 
to the grocery store and speak to other 
people. I can sleep through the night. I 
can be human, a wife and a mother. 

If a plant can cure me, should I be 
locked in a cell for using it? A plant that 
helps so many and has never killed a 
single person is considered to have no 
medicinal value, yet Big Pharma puts 
out “medicine” with side effects that can 
kill you, and it’s readily available—even 
pushed with force—to the world. 

I am begging everyone who reads this 
to please contact your local politicians 
and urge them to support legalizing mari¬ 
juana. Write your own letter! Together, 
we can heal our nation.

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Council of Dunces 

The Los Angeles City Council has demonstrated 
hypocrisy, buffoonery and political cowardice in its 
attempts to deal with medical marijuana. 


In the first decade of the medical can¬ 
nabis era, the Los Angeles City Council 
didn’t pay much attention to the dispen¬ 
sary issue—as late as 2005, there were 
still only four documented dispensaries 
on the ground in the nation’s second- 
largest metropolis. But two years later, 
there were 182 registered dispensaries 
in LA, and the City Council was obliged 
to take up the issue. However, instead of 
providing protections and sensible regu¬ 
lations for a burgeoning industry that 
was creating new jobs and tax revenues 
during the worst economic conditions 
since the Great Depression, the Council 
imposed an ill-advised moratorium that 
has pitted the city’s dispensaries against 
each other. 

There has always been a measure 
of sympathy expressed for medical 
pot patients by certain City Council 


members, such as Paul Koretz (D-5th 
District) and Bill Rosendahl (D-llth, 
which includes dispensary-laden Venice). 
But a majority of the Council, led by the 
reactionary Jose Huizar (D-14th), has 
been far less sympathetic to the need for 
dispensaries. 

As a result, the Council passed its 
“interim control ordinance” (ICO) in 2007, 
the now-infamous dispensary moratorium 
that established September 14, 2007, as 
the cutoff date, with the 182 dispensaries 
that had registered with the city prior to 
that time being allowed to remain open. 
However, the ICO proved toothless, as 
new dispensary owners quickly discov¬ 
ered a loophole: Because the Council had 
failed to rule on the status of their appli¬ 
cations, these dispensaries could claim a 
“hardship exemption” that prevented the 
city from prosecuting them. By 2009, 508 
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dispensaries had claimed the exemption 
and were up and running. 

Not only did the ordinance fail to 
prevent the proliferation of pot shops in 
LA, but it ended up pitting the original 
182 dispensaries (referred to as the “pre- 
ICOs”) against the hundreds of newer 
stores (“post-ICOs”) that began providing 
medicine after the Council’s moratorium. 
The division created by the Council left 
both sides at odds and unable to compro¬ 
mise on mutually beneficial regulations. 

For years, the Council, led by Huizar, 
attempted to control the spread of dis¬ 
pensaries in a number of ham-fisted and 
backward ways. The issue came to a head 
in July 2012, when the Council voted 
unanimously (14-0) to ban all registered 
dispensaries in the city, even as 10 of 
its members voted in favor of another 
ordinance to regulate them. This was a 
prime example of the Council attempting 
to placate the anti-pot forces (primar¬ 
ily law enforcement and city officials) 
while simultaneously appeasing the 
pro-medical-cannabis majority among its 
constituents. 

The ban would have eliminated all 
of the city’s dispensaries but would also 
have allowed legal pot patients to form 
three-person collectives and grow their 
own medicine. The latter provision was 
termed the “gentle ban,” which Don Dun¬ 
can of Americans for Safe Access blasted 
as “a cynical, face-saving measure giving 
nothing back in return.” 

As the ban took effect in July 2012, 
another tantalizing twist in the drama 
occurred, when pro-dispensary Council¬ 
man Bill Rosendahl publicly revealed that 
he was a legal medical pot patient, using 
the herb to treat neuropathy and pelvic 
cancer. According to Duncan, this admis¬ 
sion “made it difficult for his colleagues 
to speak out against medical cannabis ... 
medical marijuana isn’t a serious issue 
until it touches someone you know and 
love,” and after Rosendahl’s admission, 
“the Council wasn’t immune to it.” 

Interestingly, the elected official who 
was behind the flawed “gentle ban,” as 
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« well as the prime mover behind the 
Council’s anti-medical-pot agenda, is LA 
City Attorney Carmen “Nuch” Truta- 
nich. Yet despite repeatedly advising the 
Council to enact the ban—and despite 
wielding a disproportionate amount 
of influence on the issue, even though 
he’s not a Council member—Trutanich’s 
involvement has been inexplicably 
underreported. 

Upon assuming office after a runoff 
election in 2009, Trutanich almost imme¬ 
diately declared his opposition to the 
existence of dispensaries, convincing the 
Council to drop a regulation ordinance it 
had been working on in cooperation with 
dispensary advocates. (He also argued, 
unsuccessfully, that dispensaries should 
be prohibited from accepting cash.) But 
Nuch’s hardline anti-pot advocacy had an 
unexpected result: Almost immediately 
after the Council’s 2012 ban passed, the 
LA medical marijuana community sprang 
into action, raising funds and collecting 
enough signatures to place a referendum 
on the March 2013 ballot overturning the 
ban. Rather than face the costs of such a 
measure and the political embarrassment 
involved, the Council rescinded its ban a 
mere three months later. 

Medical marijuana advocates opined 
that the Council’s members (backed by 
Trutanich) had decided to drop the ban 


to appease their constituents, while sav¬ 
ing face with the anti-pot establishment 
by allowing the federal government to 
do their dirty work for them, as the Feds’ 
dispensary crackdown continued via 
forfeiture lawsuits and raids. (The DEA 
raided three more LA dispensaries in 
separate districts on January 9.) 

As we go to press, it appears the solu¬ 
tion will once again arrive at the ballot 
box, with three competing measures

slated to appear before voters in May 
2013. The opposing dispensary factions 
have sponsored two of those measures, 
with one allowing only pre-ICOs (the 
original dispensaries) to remain in 
operation and not raising taxes, and the 
other permitting any dispensary (includ¬ 
ing post-ICOs) to stay open if it meets 
certain requirements. The latter measure 
would raise pot taxes from $50 to $60 
for every $1,000 in sales. 

Predictably, however, the Council 
declined to endorse either proposal and 


on February 5 gave final approval to 
its own ballot referendum. The City’s 
initiative is something of a compromise 
between the pre- and post-ICO measures 
as it would only allow pre-ICO dispen¬ 
saries to remain in operation and it 
would raise the tax on marijuana sales. 
The initiative also sets a legally required 
distance from schools and churches that 
dispensaries must observe. 

While all three proposals will appear 
on the May ballot, the groups behind 
the pre-ICO measure - including the 
Greater Los Angeles Collective Alliance 
and Americans for Safe Access LA - 
announced they will now support the 
City’s proposal as it has the best chance 
of passing. 

City Attorney Trutanich threw his sup¬ 
port behind the City’s proposal prior to 
his March 5 bid for reelection. However, 
it was not enough to fend off opponent 
Mike Feuer who received 44 percent of 
the vote to Trutanich’s 30 percent. The 
two will now face each other May 21. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
support of medical cannabis advocacy 
groups will sway voters in the direction 
of the City’s proposal—but either way, it 
is clear that medical marijuana dispen¬ 
saries are here to stay, despite the best 
(or worst) efforts of the Los Angeles City 
Council. ^

Totally Sick Medicine 

Cannabis continues to demonstrate its effectiveness in treating all kinds of ailments. 



Tourette Syndrome 

This neuropsychiatric 
disorder affects up to 4 
percent of all children. For 
those afflicted, it’s a night¬ 
mare ordeal of embarrass¬ 
ing and involuntary motor 
and verbal tics. A 2003 
study found that patients 
receiving THC therapy for 
six weeks experienced a 
significant reduction in tics. 
The plant’s cannabinoids 
modulate the behavior of 
the pertinent neurotrans¬ 
mitters in the brain. 



Mad Cow Disease 

Infected cow meat can 
cause humans to be fatally 
stricken with “variant 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob Disease” 
(vCJD). The brain becomes 
sponge-like and full of holes. 
In 2007, researchers found 
that the nonpsychoactive 
compound cannabidiol 
(CBD) may prevent “mad 
cow disease” by inhibiting 
the formation of infectious 
proteins called prions. This 
result has been seen in 
infected mice and sheep. 



Sleep Apnea 

The sleep disorder associ¬ 
ated with snoring can 
actually lead to premature 
death. A 2002 study found 
that THC and the endocan- 
nabinoid oleamide sig¬ 
nificantly suppressed sleep 
apnea in rats by blocking 
serotonin induction as well 
as stabilizing respiration 
during sleep. And, needless 
to say, it’s been known for 
at least a few eons that pot 
improves the quality of 
sleep for most people. 



Herpes Simplex 

This lifelong and unsightly 
viral disease may be man¬ 
aged by medical mari¬ 
juana. A 2004 University 
of South Florida in vitro 
study found that small 
doses of concentrated 
THC inhibited the herpes 
virus in tissue cultures, 
specifically by targeting 
the gene labeled ORF 
50—thus preventing viral 
replication, by which the 
virus lives on in the cells 
of its host. 



Social Anxiety 
Disorder 

In a study from the 
University of Sao Paulo 
(Brazil) published in 2011, 
researchers tested the 
use of CBD on a dozen 
patients afflicted by 
social anxiety disorder 
and found that it reduced 
their anxiety, cognitive 
impairment and discom¬ 
fort in speech perfor¬ 
mance when compared 
with a control group that 
received only a placebo. 
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The Stoner 
Cough 

“If you don’t cough, 
you don’t get off.” It’s 
a stoner axiom as old 
as roach clips, one that 
implies that coughing 
after inhaling actually 
increases the high a per¬ 
son experiences. Infor¬ 
mal online surveys and 
anecdotal accounts show 
that roughly four out of 
five smokers believe that 
experiencing a strong 
cough enhances your hit. 
But is it true? 

Some folks postulate 
that coughing dilates 
the bronchioles of the 
lungs, thereby speed¬ 
ing the absorption of 
inhaled THC into the 
bloodstream. However, 
cannabis researcher Dr. 
Robert Melamede notes 
that no clinical studies 
have been done on the 
subject. He subscribes to 
the other popular theory: 
that coughing creates 
a dizzying “head rush” 
effect similar to standing 
up too quickly. (Interest¬ 
ingly, Dr. Melamede says 
he no longer smokes 
these days and consumes 
only edibles, yet finds 
that his high is still mag¬ 
nified when he coughs— 
on edibles alone.) 

Then again, maybe 
the effect is simply 
due to the fact that the 
more smoke you inhale, 
the stoned-er you get 
(because more THC is 
entering your body), and 
that you’re more apt to 
cough because of it. 



Pot Gardens Get Greener 


As solar energy becomes more popular, it was inevitable that pioneering cannabis cultivators would begin to “go green 
to grow green” by utilizing solar power. An added perk is that solar energy allows growers to stay off the grid and bypass 
detection by utility companies monitoring spikes in electrical usage. For the past few years, the focus has been on domestic 
cultivators in the western US turning to solar. But as reported in the Daily Mail, the first known instance of a grower using 
solar power took place in the United Kingdom, following the bust of a cultivation warehouse in the tiny village of Small Dole. 
Three people were arrested after the bobbies discovered an estimated 500 plants and, unexpectedly, 115 solar panels on the 
warehouse roof providing the energy to light them—a rather ambitious effort for pot cultivators in foggy olde England. We 
trust the authorities will hand down reduced sentences to those growers for maintaining an eco-friendly garden. 


Civil War High Command 



In what has to be one of the first celebrity endorsements—and 
definitely one of the first celebrity marijuana endorsements— 
in US history, cannabis historian Chris Bennett has unearthed 
an ad from the early 1860s for cannabis edibles (branded back 
then as “Hasheesh Candy”) featuring testimonials from the 
famed Civil War generals Ulysses S. Grant and Robert E. Lee. 

According to the ad, Union General (and future president) 
Grant declared that Hasheesh Candy “is of great value for the 
wounded and feeble, and that it is harmless,” while Confeder¬ 
ate General Lee proclaims: “I wish it was in my power to place 
a dollar box of the Hasheesh Candy in the pocket of every 
Confederate soldier, because I am convinced it speedily relieves 
debility, fatigue and suffering.” 

Bennett says the ad appeared in a journal called The Good 
Samaritan and Domestic Physician , which was actually just 
a pamphlet distributed by one Dr. E. Andrews to promote his 
Hasheesh Candy. The ads were also featured in Sears Roe¬ 
buck catalogs and listed dozens of maladies that the hash candy 
was effective in treating.

Just a couple of months after 
Washington State legalized 
recreational marijuana, the 
retail discount chain K-Mart 
added pot to its inventory in 
Seattle!

In truth, 
a wayward shipment of weed 
was discovered by K-Mart 
employees in their store¬ 
room. It had been wrapped 
in Korean newspapers and 
doused with cleaning fluid. 

The 10 pounds of pot had been 
shipped from Los Angeles, 
where medical marijuana is 
legal, to Philadelphia, where 
all pot is criminalized. The 
pot wound up at the Seattle 
K-Mart because the store was 
listed as the return address, 
obviously to disguise the iden¬ 
tity of the sender. 

Congress 
for Cannabis

How about a new Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Marijuana 
and Firearms, or a federal 
license to grow pot?

The underground cartoon¬ 
ist, art director and perma¬ 
nent bohemian (who took 
his name from the pro¬

22) became infamous while 
creating comic strips, illus¬ 
trations and covers for the 
underground newspaper 
The East Village Other (a.k.a. 
EVO) in the 1960s. Like fel¬ 
low misfit cartoonists Rob¬ 
ert Crumb, S. Clay Wilson 
and Spain Rodriguez, Yossar¬ 
ian blended bull’s-eye politi¬ 
cal and social satire, extreme 
brutality and outrageous 
humor. The targets of his 
pen were often authoritarian 
figures including Nazis, the 
American military and cops 
(but I repeat myself). While 
he worked primarily for Big 
Apple rags like EVO, Rat 
Subterranean News and the 
New York Ace in the heydaze

of the hippie counterculture, 
thanks to the Underground 
Press Syndicate, his art was 
reproduced in cheap news¬ 
print all across the coun¬ 
try. From sea to shining sea, 
many a joint was rolled on 
top of Yossarian’s images! 

He also skewered sex, in 
particular as the art director 


at the smut tabloids Kiss and 
Screw. Yo’s “Fire Plug Fun¬ 
nies” was an example of 
his lack of political correct¬ 
ness as well as his relish for 
obliterating limits, featur¬ 
ing a woman who uses a fire 
hydrant like a dildo. Con¬ 
versely, he also drew an illus¬ 
tration that revealed the 
rampant male chauvinism 
at EVO. His fetish for bald 
women resulted in the ’zine 
The Razor’s Edge, which cel¬ 
ebrated dames with denuded 
domes. 

By all accounts, Yossarian 
was a man who knew how to 
enjoy life to its fullest on a 
limited budget, and he lived 
in the same rent-controlled 
crib until the end. “He did 
what all New Yorkers do,” 
a longtime friend told The 
Comics Journal. “He com¬ 
plained about everything. He 
sat around drinking coffee 
at cafes. He talked to every¬ 
one.” At the same time, “he 
was totally righteous and he

US Blacklists Afghan 
Airline 

One of Afghanistan’s 
top airlines has been 
officially blacklisted by US 
authorities for allegedly 
trafficking opium on 
civilian flights. Kam Air 
is said to be smuggling 
“bulk” quantities of the 
drug to Tajikistan, a major 
export route to interna¬ 
tional markets. US Army 
Major General Richard 
Longo, the commander 
of Task Force 2010, a 
coalition anti-corruption 
unit, stated: “The US will 
do no business with those 
who fund and support 
illicit activities. Kam Air 
is too large of a company 
not to know what has 
been going on within its 
organization.” 

The airline remains 
barred from US con¬ 
tracts, even as Kam Air 
is currently in talks to 
merge with Afghanistan’s 
state-owned carrier, 
Ariana Afghan Airlines. 
The Afghan government 
is defending the airline, 
demanding proof of 
wrongdoing and raising a 
rare threat of legal action.

Coca-Chewing Victory in Bolivia 


Bolivia was readmitted to the UN Single Convention on Narcotic Drugs on January 11, 
after being given a special dispensation recognizing the traditional use of coca leaf as 
legal within its borders. Official celebrations of the victory were held in La Paz and Cocha¬ 
bamba. Fifteen countries objected to Bolivia’s dispensation-far short of the 62 needed to 
block it (or a third of the convention’s 183 signatory states). The dissenting governments 
were the United States, the United Kingdom, Russia, Japan, Mexico, Canada, Germany, 
France, Italy, the Netherlands, Sweden, Finland, Portugal, Israel and Ireland. An official US 
statement said the Obama administration continues to believe that coca legalization “will 
lead to a greater supply of cocaine and increased cocaine trafficking and related crime.” 



commander of A1 Qaeda 
in the Islamic Maghreb 
(AQIM), seized a gas com¬ 
plex at Amenas, Algeria, 
taking the workers hos¬ 
tage-including Brits from 
the oil giant BP, which has 
a stake in the field. When 
the Algerian military 
stormed the complex 
on January 17, nearly 50 
people were killed, includ¬ 
ing 35 hostages. 

AQIM is said to be 
supplying arms and 
fighters to the jihadist 
militias in northern Mali, 
especially the Movement ;

folio of funding sources ! 
that include kidnappings, • 
weapons deals, cigarette :

Mexicols “Murder City” 

There were 12,394 drug- 
related violent deaths 
in Mexico last year, 
according to a count 
released by the daily 
Milenio. This was an 
increase of 110 murders 
over 2011, according to 
the paper, but 264 fewer 
than in 2010, the most 
violent year of outgoing 
President Felipe Calde¬ 
ron’s administration. 

For a fifth consecutive 
year, Chihuahua was the 
most violent state in the 
country, accounting for 
18 percent of total deaths. 
Yet the official number of 
murders in Chihuahua’s 
border city of Juarez 
dropped to about 800- 
down from 3,622 in 2010 
that won it the sobriquet 
Murder City. 

National Public Radio 
reports that the “word on 
the street” is that the long, 
bloody turf war is winding 
down because one side 
has definitively won: the 
interloping Sinaloa Cartel, 
which defeated the local 
and now heavily factional- 
ized Juarez Cartel. 



DEA:Backto 

Venezuela? 

In the first sign of a pos¬ 
sible thaw in relations 
between the US and 
Venezuela, the Caracas 
government is weighing 
a request from Washing¬ 
ton to allow a high-level 
DEA official to visit the 
South American country. 
Venezuela’s ambassador 
to the Organization of 
American States, Roy 
Chaderton, told the 
Associated Press: “We 
are open to improving 
relations with the United 
States, but we are not 
seeking in this overture 
a good-conduct certifica¬ 
tion on the part of the 
government or Congress 
of the United States.” 

The US has “blacklisted” 
Venezuela for the past 
four years over its alleged 
failure to take measures 


against drug trafficking. 

The announcement 
comes amid tension in 
the country over the 
health of President Hugo 
Chavez, who has not been 
seen or heard from since 
his fourth operation for 
cancer in Havana, Cuba. 
Chavez, recently reelected, 
was inaugurated in absen¬ 
tia on January 10, follow¬ 
ing a ruling by Venezuela’s 
Supreme Court that found 
such a proceeding consti¬ 
tutional. Vice President 
Nicolas Maduro oversaw 
the public ceremony and 
called on the gathered 
masses to take an oath of 
“absolute loyalty to the 
leadership of Comandante 
Hugo Chavez.” 

Honduras: Another 
Deadly DEA Raid 

At least one suspected 
drug trafficker was killed 
on January 16 in the 
first US-supported raid 
in Honduras following a 
five-month suspension 
in radar-intelligence 
sharing between the two 
countries. The Honduran 
Navy said that one of 
three Jamaican men on 
a speedboat carrying 771 
pounds of cocaine died 
when a Honduran Coast 
Guard vessel rammed it 
before dawn about three 
miles off the country’s 
north coast. A contingent 
of DEA agents was appar¬ 
ently on board the Hon¬ 
duran Coast Guard ship. 
Another of the Jamaicans 
reportedly jumped into 
the sea and disappeared. 
The third man was 
detained and interrogated 
by the DEA. #

Mexican-American. “Bud was 
like, ‘Bring the kid on up!’

They played their first pub¬ 
lic show eight months later 
in October 2009 as part of 
Cypress Hill’s annual Smoke- 
out Festival. But not everyone 
was pleased with their return. 
They appeared billed as 
Sublime, prompting a lawsuit 
by Nowell’s family and a name 
change to Sublime With Rome. 
Others derided the comeback 
as a pure money grab, even 
though Wilson and Gaugh had 
never had the chance to play 
Sublime’s music for the rest of 
the country (or the world). 

The two spent several years 
together in a post-Sublime 
outfit, the Long Beach Dub 
Allstars. When that broke up 
in 2002, Wilson founded Long 
Beach Shortbus with several 
LBDA members, though that 
band also petered out. By the 
time he met Rome, Wilson 


Ska Authentic 

Sublime With Rome attempt to cast off the 
shadow of Brad Nowell’s ghost. By Chris Parker 


As Dr. Frankenstein will tell 
you, it’s tricky business reani¬ 
mating a corpse. In the case 
of ska-punk legends Sublime, 
the return’s been bittersweet. 

Sublime formed in 1988, but 
their origins go back farther. 
Bassist Eric Wilson and singer/ 
guitarist Bradley Nowell met in 
high school, where they started 
a band called Hogan’s Heroes. 
Their partnership united the 
strains of hardcore and reggae 
that would come to define the 
Sublime sound. 


“I didn’t know anything 
about reggae until I met 
Brad,” Wilson says from 
behind a curtain of sativa 
smoke. “He was kind of softer, 
but he was into some punk 
stuff—he had some Circle 
Jerks. When I met him, I 
brought over an Exploited 
album. ‘Dead Cities’ was the 
first song we played together.” 

After building a strong SoCal 
following, Sublime self-released 
their debut album, 40 Oz. to 
Freedom, in 1992. The trio 


followed with Robbin’ the Hood 
in ’94, which MCA picked up 
and rereleased. They were two 
months shy of releasing their 
eponymous 1996 major-label 
debut when Nowell over¬ 
dosed on heroin. Wilson and 
drummer Bud Gaugh decided 
to shutter the band, but that 
didn’t stop Sublime from going 
quintuple platinum. 

Most fans never had an 
opportunity to see them live. 
That includes singer/guitar¬ 
ist Rome Ramirez. Not only 
were Sublime his favorite 
band, they were the reason he 
became a musician. 

“I heard Sublime, and I 
was like, ‘Holy shit—this is the 
real jazz right here,”’ Ramirez

was looking for a new 
project. Asked what drew 
him to Rome, Wilson is suc¬ 
cinct: “He’s super-talented— 
he’s able to play guitar really 
well, and he also smokes a lot 
of pot.” 

That’s apparent as we par¬ 
take: There’s no stopping the 
steady string of bong tokes. We 
say thanks to their friends at 
Sheldon Black, who shipped a 
choice bong when Wilson and 
Ramirez left home unprepared. 
As we smoke, Wilson lays back 
quietly like an older brother, 
while Ramirez rambles on 
loquaciously. 

He’s talking about Sublime 
With Rome’s first album, 

Yours Truly, a stylistic merry- 
go-round to match the band’s 
historically felicitous tastes. 
Hardcore, punk, ska, reggae, 
pop, hip-hop—it’s all repre¬ 
sented. The album cracked 
the Billboard Top 10 and pro¬ 
duced a pair of Top 25 hits, 
the lively ska-punk “Panic” 
and the reggae shuffle “Take 
It or Leave It.” 

But trouble was brewing 
behind the scenes. Gaugh had 
second thoughts, concerned 
with dissing Nowell’s memory. 
In December 2011, he decided 
to quit. In the limited 
interviews he’s done since 
then, Gaugh has expressed 
unwillingness ever to work 
with Ramirez again and ques¬ 
tioned whether they should 
have disinterred Sublime in 
the first place. 

For Wilson, that’s not even 
a question: He just feels hap¬ 
pier on the road. After all, 
why should he be denied the 
fruits of his labor because one 
bandmate died and the other 
had a change of heart? 

“People want to hear it, 
there’s a demand for it—so 
why the hell not?” Wilson 
says. He feels energized to 
be playing this music again. 

“It was a real natural feeling, 
because it’s what I should’ve 
been doing all along anyway.” 

In the meantime, Gaugh’s 
been replaced on drums by 
popular hired gun Josh Freese 
(Guns N’ Roses, A Perfect

Circle, Paramore, Devo). While 
Ramirez says there won’t be 
any more Sublime With Rome 
recordings until Gaugh comes 
back, one wonders how com¬ 
mitted they are to playing this 
game of chicken. 

Nonetheless, Ramirez is 
enjoying himself. “The past 
couple years, Bud and Eric 
have taken me around the 
world and back twice,” he 
says. “They’ve introduced 
me to so many amazing 
people, amazing places and 
opportunities.” 

He recounts one memora¬ 
ble incident at an Amsterdam 
coffeeshop. A little person 
came in with his full-size girl¬ 
friend. Suddenly, the diminu¬ 
tive patron poured some kief 
onto the bar top and snorted 
it. 

“I just thought he was being 
a funny guy and joking, but 
then he does another and 
another one. Me and the bud- 
tender look at each other like, 
‘What the hell is going on?”’ 
Ramirez recalls. “Then 10,15 
minutes later, he passes out 
and falls over backward off his 
stool—which for him was like 
a 10-foot drop. He hit hard. I 
was like, ‘Oh shit, is he dead?’ 

I look over at the budtender, 


and he doesn’t even flinch. 

He’s like, ‘All man, this hap¬ 
pens 10 times a day.’” 

Ramirez can sympathize 
on a certain level. He got seri¬ 
ously fucked up back when he 
smoked for the first time in 
seventh grade after scoring a 
sack laced with PCP. After one 
seriously mind-fucking joint, 
Ramirez decided to swear off 
pot. That summer, he finally 
smoked some weed that 
wasn’t laced, inaugurating a 
lifelong love affair. 

Wilson’s father actually 
caught him smoking his first 
joint on the beach with the 
local sheriff’s son. Later, the 
tables were turned, as Wilson 
started noticing his dad 
picking him up from band 
practice with Binaca breath 
and bloodshot eyes.

“I never had the money to 
pay for weed, so he’d come 
in [my room] and ask if I 
wanted to ‘turn on,”’ Wilson 
recalls. “He knew he wouldn’t 
be around too much longer 
because he had Parkinson’s, so 
he started smoking with me.” 

As for the future of Sub¬ 
lime With Rome, which will 
be touring Brazil in March, 
Ramirez knows he has to deal 
with the haters, but he figures 
it’s a small price to pay for the 
chance to live out his dream.

“There is nothing we can’t do,” Owsley Stanley 
told Rhoney Gissen at the beginning of their love 
affair in 1965. Owsley, a.k.a. Bear, believed that 
LSD would kick-start a revolution in human con¬ 
sciousness. He became the largest manufacturer 
of LSD in the ’60s and sold or gave away over half 
a million hits—maybe more. “LSD is just a tool for 
transformation,” he said. “We need more people on 
the bandwagon. Critical mass. That is my vision.” 

So Rhoney—a nice, if rebellious, upper-class 
Jewish girl—got thrust into the heart of the largest 
mass-bohemian movement in history. She was one 
of Owsley’s two live-in girlfriends as well as his lab 
assistant, part of the Grateful Dead family and an 
active participant in the freak community. In this 
wild memoir of life with the media-crowned “Acid 
King,” she captures the perfectionist genius who 
also transformed audio technology, created jewelry, 
advocated a carnivorous diet and studied to be a 
ballet dancer. 

The author and her late writing partner, Tom 
Davis of Saturday Night Live 
fame, wisely focus on the 
halcyon hippie years, and a 
familiarity with the dramatis 
personae of that era is helpful, 
as Gissen Stanley references 
first names that many—save 
Deadheads—won’t recognize. 
But Jerry Garcia, Ken Kesey, 
Janis Joplin, Bill Graham, David 
Crosby and the rest are all here, 
and the author even gets a 
chaste kiss from George Harrison—a thankful con¬ 
sumer of Owsley’s product, as were his bandmates. 

Owsley was busted by the Feds for his chemi¬ 
cal production in ’67, gallantly took the rap for 
his co-conspiring girlfriends and did time. “Prison 
made him a bona fide outlaw and an enemy of his 
country,” writes Gissen Stanley—so much so that 
the onetime patriot later emigrated to Australia, 
where he died in 2011. The author bore him a son, 
adopted his last name and became a holistic ortho¬ 
dontist. Thanks to Owsley, she was able to make 
her own dental appliances; among other things, 
he’d taught her how tO Solder. Michael Simmons

He earned a second- 
place medal at the Cannabis 
Cup as far back as 2001 and 
took home the Indica Cup in 
2005 with Lavender.

This indica-hescvy hybrid is a cross 
of two sister phenos, making it a virtual 
backcross that is beyond stable and comes 
with serious flavor to match its intense 
high. Some regard the Larry OG as a per¬ 
fect mesh of OG North and OG South in 
the OG kingdom known as Cali. 


f Boost 

Wolf Den 

Perhaps the most unique strain 
in this year’s list, Boost is an 
zraZzra-dominant cross of a 
female NorCal Blueberry x Northern Lights 
and a male Sweet Tooth from BC. Both par¬ 
ents have been worked and backcrossed for 
over a decade now. But perhaps the most 
interesting aspect of this entry is that she 
topped 20% THC while grown outdoors 
organically—a rare accomplishment these 
days. Well done, Wolf Den. 


f Strawberry Cough from 
Kushman Veganics 

Buds and Roses Collective 
(2nd Place Hybrid Cup) 

We like to call this one a High 
Times original, since former cultivation 
reporter Kyle Kushman originally stabi¬ 
lized this glorious flower, whose linage 
is hazy at best—and we mean that liter¬ 
ally. A sativa-esque hybrid, the Strawberry 
Cough is definitely a Haze of some sort, 
though which partner this parent had is 
still up for debate. One thing is certain 
though: When you combine an “up” high 
of this potency with that pungent straw¬ 
berry flavor, the result will earn you at 
least a second-place finish at the 2012 LA 
Medical Cannabis Cup.

The year 2012 wasn’t super¬ 
kind to Denver, as 2011’s 
strongest city failed to see 
a single entry hit the 20% mark! Still, 
we couldn’t leave out our beloved Colo¬ 
rado-one of two states that legalized pot 
in 12 and a stalwart in engineering many 
of the most potent THC strains on the 
planet. Not to mention that this Dawg’s 
Waltz cut—a cross between Tres Dawg 
and Purple Urkel—came within 0.28% 
of the sacred mark and topped Denver’s 
2012 Cup class. 


Okay, we know what you’re thinking, and 
we’re big enough to admit a few things 
here. Last year, in our first-ever “Earth’s 
Strongest Strains” list (May ’12), we stated 
the following: 

“Out of the 31 strains entered last year 
that tested over 20% THC, 19 of them 
came from the Denver Medical Cannabis 
Cup... our apologies to the great pot cities 
in California and the Netherlands, but the 
hands-down winner of the 2011 potency 
challenge is Denver... If you’ve got a 
problem with that, come on out to a Cup 
and prove us wrong!” 

Well, California, you came back plenty 
strong from last year’s disappointment 
to make your case-and we’re listening. 
With no Denver strain even cracking the 
20% threshold and San Francisco and Los 
Angeles out in force, the 2012 Cannabis 
Cup box score looks like this:

f Tahoe OG Kush 

Harborside Health Center, 
Oakland 

Our good friends at Harbor- 
side never disappoint, and 
this OG pheno is pheno-menal. Originat¬ 
ing in the Tahoe region of NorCal and 
migrating south in clone form, this strain 
was grown in soil using the Dutch nutri¬ 
ent line House & Garden. At 22% THC, 
there’s not a whole lot of tweaking that 
needs to be done here. 




Thin Mint Girl Scout 
Cookies 

Waterfall Wellness 
Health Center 
If you haven’t heard about 
the Cookies craze yet, get ready, because 
the next big strain is already here and fly¬ 
ing off the shelves. This original rendition 
borrows its name from the “Thin Mint” 
genre, but today she’s better known simply 
as Girl Scout Cookies, with a spicy, cinna¬ 
mon-sweet flavor and glistening trichomes 
all over her dark green leaves. Though 
her origins are still relatively unknown 
(other than that she hails from California), 
reports have her as some kind of Kush 
cross—possibly Bubba—with some Purple 
genetics mixed in. And when grown right, 
she checks in at over 21% THC. Yum! 




Yogi Diesel 

Elemental Wellness 
(2ndPlace Sativa Cup) 

Here’s a unique blend of buds 
rarely seen on the West Coast: 
an original East Coast Sour Diesel x Die¬ 
sel x Northern Lights #5. This near-back- 
cross with a splash of sativa (from the NL 
#5) takes Diesel potency to new heights, 
tipping the scales at nearly 22% THC and 
winning second-place Sativa Cup honors 
in Richmond, CA, last summer. Oh, yeah, 
plus the name kicks ass—huh, Boo-Boo? 



X J-13/Cracker Jack 

Santa Cruz Mountain Natural 
(3rd Place Sativa Cup) 

A strain that goes by many 
names, the XJ-13 is now a 
very popular sativa hybrid of Jack Herer 
x G-13. The G-13, of course, is a nice, fat 
“In your face!” to Uncle Sam, which alleg¬ 
edly developed the strain in a govern¬ 
ment program decades ago. Funny thing 
is that, at the time, GT3 was rumored to 
be the strongest strain on earth—and now 
here we are today, posting her offspring at 
20.5% THC. Guess it wasn’t a rumor, huh?

And at 20% THC, this spicy 
berry bud showed off some real old- 
school genetics—a reminder that we can 
always learn a lot from the past. 


f Cactus 

Dockside Co-Op 
(1st Place Hybrid Cup) 

Our hrst-ever Medical Canna¬ 
bis Cup in Seattle brought out 
some unique blends that combined seri¬ 
ous flavor and potency—like this Hybrid 
Cup winner, simply named Cactus. A cross 
between Dutch Treat and Northern Lights 
#5, this strain was organically grown 
indoors and boasted a fruity Haze taste 
and power that had the judges giving it 
high marks ... very high marks, indeed. 



Cobra 

Delta 9 Seattle 

Talking about unique strains, 
here’s another first-timer we’d 
never seen before: Cobra. 

This Malawi x Northern Lights #5 hybrid 
also does best organically and was grown 
indoors with a staggering flower time 
of 11.5 weeks! The wait was worth it, 
though, as the Cobra makes the big list 
in her first-ever Cup appearance.

We’re going to be brutally hon¬ 
est here: The Cali Connection 
had more “over 20” entries in 2012 than 
any other seed company or dispensary, 
with a total of five strains testing at more 
than 20% THC in just two Cup competi¬ 
tions (SF and Amsterdam). In 2011, they 
cracked our “Earth’s Strongest Strains” 
list with their Dead Head OG, which came 
in at 20.08% THC. In 2012, they took one 
of the Dead Head’s parents—the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley OG Kush—and brought her 
to Amsterdam, where she absolutely killed 
with a 23% THC potency. We regret there 
isn’t enough room here to list all their 
20%-plus strains from last year, but suf¬ 
fice it to say that the Cali Connection will 
be around for some time to come.

Rug Burn OG 

Rare Dankness Seeds 

From the mysterious and com¬ 
plex folks at Rare Dankness 
Seeds comes yet another head- 
clobbering entry known as the Rug Burn 
OG. While you figure out the name, we’ll 
give you the details: Rug Burn OG is a Ghost 
OG x Rare Dankness #1, in which the #1 is 
a male spawned from multiple backcrosses 
of the Ghost OG and Triangle Kush—with a 
hint of Chem D. The Ghost OG is an SI OG 
pheno that may have originated in Oregon 
circa 2003, but bears striking resemblance to 
the SFV OG cut that appeared around that 
same time. Rare Dankness topped our first- 
ever strongest-strains list with OG Ghost 
Train Haze, which came in at a mind-bog¬ 
gling 25.4 9% THC. But at “only” 22% this 
year, it looks like they’ll be relinquishing the 
crown ... at least for now.

Breeders’Boutique 
Listed as a 75/25 indica hybrid, 
this Headband x OG Kush is 
actually 75% OG and 25% Sour 
Diesel, with a genetic lineage that really 
looks more like (OG Kush x East Coast Sour 
Diesel) x OG Kush. Entered at the 25th High 
Times Cannabis Cup in Amsterdam by new¬ 
comer Breeders’ Boutique, the flower exuded 
those Chem family flavors that seem to have 
eluded Dutch growers for the past decade, 
making it a top contender in the power¬ 
house indica category in November. 
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Kosher Kush 

Reserva Privada 
(1stPlace Indica Cup) 

Oh, the Kosh! Since her debut 
in 2010, this lovely lady has 
racked up win after win at cannabis com¬ 
petitions around the world. Sometimes 
described as a balanced hybrid, sometimes 
called indica- dominant, this strain just 
may be the most popular of all the OG phe- 
nos. This entry came in slightly under last 
year’s 22.68% lab result, but as a consis¬ 
tent “over 20” on the THC scale, the Kosher 
Kush figures to be a regular on our annual 
list of one-hit wonders. ^ 


Sour Amnesia 

HortiLab 

(2nd Place Sativa Cup) 

If you don’t know the brand 
yet, get used to hearing about 
it. Since their debut at the 2009 Can¬ 
nabis Cup, HortiLab have taken home 
an award with every attempt. Last year 
was no exception, as the HortiLab team 
grabbed second place with Sour Amnesia, 
which tipped the scales with their high¬ 
est potency to date, at 21.5% THC. A sativa- 
heavy cross of East Coast Sour Diesel and 
Amnesia, this strain gets her Hazy qualities 
from the latter parent, which hails from 
southern Holland. Her East Coast (US) 
mother brings the trichome-rich potency 
that landed her a place on the list.

Kosher Kush 
kills! ...On the 
scoresheets, 
that is. 
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The first few days of a plant’s life are often overlooked, but they are among the most crucial to 
success. Getting the best root system possible at this stage will not only increase your final yield 
dramatically; it will also result in healthier plants. Story & Photos by Baron Wasteland

Tapping Your Roots 

Here, we will outline the ultimate 
method for getting an outrageous root 
system for your plant from day one, let¬ 
ting you make the most of your time 
and space, with a faster-growing plant 
that can support more flowers. We’ll 
cover how to easily make a homemade 
hybrid dripper system with integrated 
air pruning, which makes young plants 
produce an abundance of fresh, healthy 
roots. We’ll also explore in depth the 
optimum feeding regimen so that your 
young plants get farther, faster, with 
their first tender steps—kind of like a 
kindergarten for your little green babies. 



Shopping List 

To get the ultimate root zone using this system, you 
will need to acquire the following (you may already 
have a lot of this kicking around): 

3-inch rockwool cubes (1-inch hole, standard height) 

Peat pellets (disks of dried, compressed peat that expand in water) 
A large plant tray (it must be at least twice as large as the space 
needed for your rockwool, at least 3 inches deep and watertight) 

A smaller plant tray for the tiny seedling stage (optional) 

A hard metal screen to sit on top of the large plant tray (cheap 
greenhouse shelving works well) 

A midsize pump suitable for dripper systems 
An in-line filter between the pump and dripper manifold 
A dripper manifold, to split the drip tube to each plant 
Dripper tubing (buy a couple feet or meters more than you need) 
Dripper stakes 

A 24-hour timer, with 15-minute segments. 
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A Gentle Weaning 
There are plenty of articles 
about cloning and planting 
seeds, so let’s skip that part 
and assume you’re already 
gleefully about to take some 
cuttings or plant some 
seeds in preparation for the 
next crop. 

All healthy root zones 
are born from high-qual¬ 
ity soil or hydroponic sub¬ 
strate. Seasoned growers all 
have their favorite starter 
medium, whether it’s soil, 
rockwool, perlite, clay pel¬ 
lets or coco. Any of these 
work just fine. But we don’t 
want to settle for “fine”—we 
want the ultimate! 

Peat pellets with no added 
nitrogen (N), phosphorous 
(P) and potassium (K) for 
the first couple of days pro¬ 
vide the best start for many 
of our favorite plants. Peat 
pellets are full of gentle, nat¬ 
ural nutrients, so by using 
them at this early stage, we 
give an organic weaning to 
the plant when it is at its 
most fragile. (This will ease 
the transition if you switch 
to mineral feed later in the 
grow.) Peat pellets also have 
a little more moisture reten¬ 
tion than rockwool, which 
we’ll use to our advantage in 
the next few stages. 

Soak the peat pellets 
in some warm water, pH- 
adjusted to 5.6. At this 
stage, you should not add 
any NPK fertilizer, only a 
little root booster (Rhizo- 
tonic or similar). Adding 
Trichoderma fungus at this 
stage too (BioPac/Aktrivator 
or similar) creates an amaz¬ 
ing secondary root system 
that grows with your plants’ 
own roots, allowing more 
efficient nutrient uptake 
and also guarding against 
pythium and other sub¬ 
strate horrors. Using a good 
enzyme product throughout 
the cycle helps the rhizo- 
sphere (i.e., root zone) stay 
healthy, process dead tissue 
and convert it more quickly 
into nutrients. 



Fast-Flushing the Rockwool 
After the first roots peek out from 
within your peat pellets, it’s time 
to transplant into your rockwool 
cubes. Before you do this, you need 
to remove the residual lime in the 
rockwool from manufacturing. 

This must be flushed out fully to 
prevent the substrate’s internal pH 
being raised way too high. 

A common misconception is 
that rockwool progressively raises 
the pH of your plants. This is 
untrue; rockwool is pH-stable once 
flushed properly. The reason pH 
can rise in the substrate is actually 
the plants’ active growth, so this 
is a good sign—as long as you cor¬ 
rect it back down before it gets too 
high. (More on this later.) 

A common practice is to soak 
the rockwool cubes overnight, but 
this is time-consuming. A much 
faster process is the three-stage 
flush. First, soak them in hot water, 
squeezing them around and gener¬ 
ally being a little rough with them 
to break the cubes up a bit, which 
gives them a fast flush of the lime. 
Leave them to soak for five minutes, 
then squeeze the cubes out and dis¬ 
card all this liquid. 

Flush two is in hot water 
again, but you can treat the cubes 
nicer this time—just a few light 
squeezes under the water, then let 
them soak for half an hour. Dis¬ 
card this water. The third flush 
is done with lukewarm water 
adjusted to pH 5.5, in which the 
cubes are left to soak for half an 
hour. Discard this solution and 
squeeze most of the liquid out of 
your cubes. Now your rockwool is 
ready to receive the nutrients and 
plants! 

Because our babies already have 
roots peeking out from the peat 
pellet, we can now prepare a very 
light solution of veg-stage NPK 
nutrients, root booster, seaweed 
extract and Trichoderma for the 
rockwool. At this stage, we take the 
mix to only 1.1 EC from seed (1.2 
EC if from cuttings) and bring the 
solution to pH 5.5. Soak your rock¬ 
wool cubes in this solution for an 
hour. Carefully drop your plants 
into the rockwool, gently close up 
any gaps between the peat pellet 
and the cube, then sit back and feel 
pleased with yourself.

Hydroponic Kindergarten 
Now it’s time to assemble our incredible 
ultimate-rooting hydroponic system. We 
will keep the plants in this system only 
for a week to 10 days, but it gives them 
the best possible start before you install 
them in their final home. Nutrient solu¬ 
tion is pumped through the rockwool, 
dripping out below into the tray to create 
an active recirculating system. 

The magic comes with the screen: As 
the roots grow through, they hit the air 
and the tips die off, triggering an explo¬ 
sion of new root growth from within. 

We time the plants’ feeding schedule 
and adjust the nutrient composition to 
encourage the most extreme roots pos¬ 
sible before we transplant them to their 
final site. 

Sterilize your trays, pump and screen. 
Diluted hydrogen peroxide or isopropyl 
alcohol works well and doesn’t leave any 
residue that’s unfriendly to plants. Put 
your small tray down on the bench and 
attach your pump to the base, toward 


the back end of the tray and away from 
the center. Lay your screen over the tray. 
Next, fit your in-line filter to your pump, 
then your dripper manifold and tubing. 
The pump filter and manifold should be 
sticking up through the hard screen. 

It’s better to use the smaller plant tray 
at this early stage, because you won’t 
need to make up such large quantities of 
feed just to get the depth high enough 
for the pump to work efficiently. Using 
fewer nutrients is more economical and 
better for the environment, with less 
waste solution. As the plants grow too 
large for the small tray, you can simply 
lift the screen, pump, plants and drip¬ 
per, all in one convenient movement and 
swap the bottom tray for a larger one. 

If your screen is unsupported any¬ 
where, you can place a couple of metal 
rods across the top of the tray under the 
screen, supporting the weight of your wet 
rockwool. Alternative methods are to fold 
up the screen edges carefully to give some 
rigidity or, better yet, just get a larger 


screen and cut it to fit, leaving an inch or 
so of overlap all around the large tray. 

Think about your plants’ spacing and 
cut your dripper delivery tubing to reach 
each one easily, but avoid leaving masses 
of excess tubing to get in the way when 
the plants are tiny and bunched closer 
together. Depending on the strain you’re 
growing, you may need to allow for as 
much as a 12-inch circumference of space 
per plant by the time they’re ready to 
transplant again (in about 10 days). 

Now it’s time to install the plants. 

Place them directly onto the screen and 
push a dripper stake into each rockwool 
cube. It’s easiest to work from the one 
closest to the pump outward. If you’re 
working with seedlings, they are still 
absolutely tiny at this stage, so you can 
bunch up the cubes to make the best use 
of your light coverage, then space them 
out as they grow so that none of the 
plants ever touch each other at this early 
stage. If young plants feel restricted, they 
won’t develop good lateral branching. 
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Optimizing Your Feeding Schedule 
Make a full-spectrum vegetative-stage 
nutrient solution with NPK plus micronu¬ 
trients and root booster. We still need to 
keep the solution light at this stage, so we 
mix until we measure 1.1 EC for seedlings, 
1.2 EC for cuttings. Tip this into your tray, 
which conveniently acts as your tank as 
well. Test that the pump and dripper are 
working as they should be, with an even 
flow from all the dripper stakes. 

The nutrient solution should fill each 
cube and drip through back into the res¬ 
ervoir from multiple points at the base of 
the cube. Also, make sure the dripper tub¬ 
ing isn’t pulling the stake back into the 
plastic wrapper on the rockwool or you’ll 
risk some of the nutrient solution running 
down the outside and missing the young 
plant altogether. 

If growing from seed, increase the 
nutrient strength to an EC of 1.2 after 
the plants have been in the rockwool for 
three days, and keep it there until trans¬ 
planting next week. 

Often, when people use dripper sys¬ 
tems, they use a very fast timer to replace 
only a small amount of nutrient solution 
per feed. This approach will lead to inac¬ 
curate pH measurements, since as the 
plant grows, the pH inside the cube rises 


too—and by only replacing tiny amounts 
of nutrient solution, you’re simply com¬ 
pounding that problem! But by running 
the pump for 15 minutes at a time, you 
allow the fresh nutes to permeate every 
part of the cube, pushing out the old solu¬ 
tion. You should see it dripping out from 
different points across the base. 



When the plants are first installed in 
the rockwool, the roots will be minus¬ 
cule inside the peat pellets, so we only 
run the pump once a day for 15 minutes 
in the morning, since we want the cube 
to dry out slightly over the day to stim¬ 
ulate root growth. As soon as you see 
the first roots coming out of the base of 
the rockwool cube, run the pump twice 
a day, in the morning and early after¬ 
noon. When these first protruding roots 
have withered and died back and you see 


the reactive cluster that follows leaping 
out of the base, you know the system has 
worked. Keep the feed strength at 1.2 EC, 
the pH at 5.5 and feed this four times a 
day, 15 minutes each time. Have the last 
feed about two hours before lights out. 

As the plants grow, you will see the 
most outrageous root system emerge. 
Allow the roots at the bottom of the cube 
to die repeatedly and hold your nerve- 
keep them on the screen for about 
another week, until the cube is carpeted 
in fresh, vibrant roots. Increase the num¬ 
ber of feedings per day gradually over 
the week, judging by how long it takes 
for the cubes to feel lighter. By the time 
the plants are ready to move on, you will 
need to feed them about eight times per 
day (in an 18-hour veg “day”), since there 
are too many roots to fit in the cube and 
the plants will be thirsty and dry out 
fast. This is why the extra water-retentive 
properties of the peat pellet work in our 
favor now, by holding a little extra mois¬ 
ture for longer right at the core. 

Peek down the side of the plastic 
wrapper and you should see a mass of 
pure, healthy white roots, looking like 
the cube in the picture. The plants are 
now ready to transplant into their final 
home. Enjoy your massive yield! ^ 
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With cannabis now legal in two states, Ken Estes of the Grand Daddy Purp Collective gets 
his operation ready to compete with Big Tobacco, Wall Street, corporate America and a 
brand-new breed of high-flying pot entrepreneur By David Bienenstock. Photos by Lochfoot 


“My nurse wheeled me over to them and then took a 
hit himself before holding the joint up to my lips,” Estes' 
recalls. “When they brought me back to my room, Lsldpt 
all night and woke up in the morning with an appe¬ 
tite. During the previous six months on pills, I hadn’t 
slept like that and hardly ate. I’m over six feet tall, and I 
went from weighing 160 pounds down to 100.” 

Today, Estes remains in a wheelchair, but he’s 
regained limited use of his upper body. He credits mar¬ 
ijuana with providing not just the healing but also the 
hope required to overcome adversity and become the 
driving force behind one of California’s leading medical 
marijuana collectives. 

“Really, that first puff was the turnaround in my life,” 
he says. “I was going to die in that terrible condition— 
until this herb made me hungry and helped me sleep, 


K en Estes graduated from high school in 
June 1976, a promising student athlete 
who’d lettered in three sports, earning 
a college scholarship along the way. A 
month later, however, a horrific motor¬ 
cycle accident left him paralyzed from the neck down. 

After doing what little they could to help, his doctors 
jrrcsGribcd massive doses of pharmaceutical painkillers 
and deposited Estes in a rehabilitation facility, where 
he would languish for the next six months, rotting away 
in a narcotic stupor. Until, one fine day, he met a group 
of Vietnam vets—patients at the same rehab facility— 
who offered to share some of the marijuana they’d 
been using medicinally to treat and heal both body and 
mind. The teenage paraplegic had never smoked pot in 
his life but felt he had little to lose.

so that I could start to recover.” 

Named for Estes’ signature strain, the 
Grand Daddy Purp Collective retains deep 
roots in the Bay Area, where it currently 
provides a full range of top-quality can¬ 
nabis medicine, seeds and clones to legal 
medical marijuana users out of a store¬ 
front location in Richmond, CA, with 
plans to distribute soon via more than 
a dozen leading dispensaries through¬ 
out the state. In 2011, the collective’s Bay 
11 entry took home top honors at the 
High Times Medical Cannabis Cup in San 
Francisco, while Granddaddy Purp ranks 
among the most recognized names in 
kind bud history. 
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Beneath air-cooled 
1,000-watt lights, the 
Grand Daddy Purp 
grow team cultivates 
medicinal-grade 
cannabis 
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Estes and his team gather at an undis¬ 
closed location tucked away in a nonde¬ 
script industrial park, where they grow 
their top strains in strict accordance with 
California’s medical marijuana laws. Run¬ 
ning a collective, at least in California, 
remains shrouded in a legal gray area, 
but that doesn’t stop Grand Daddy Purp’s 
strategic team from planning for a far dif¬ 
ferent future. 

“We’re positioning ourselves so that, as 
things go more corporate, we’re already 
there,” says Ernie Cefalu, a graphic-design 
and marketing expert who’s working 
closely with Estes to help build the collec¬ 
tive from a mom-and-pop-style operation 
into a fully integrated, fully optimized 
brand capable of surviving and even thriv¬ 
ing in post-pot-prohibition America. “Now 
that Colorado and Washington have made 
it legal, that genie will never go back in 
the bottle. So we’ve got to ask ourselves 
three questions: How can we best bring 
America this great product? How can we 
create good jobs while doing so? And how 
can we be a benefit to society?” 

Cefalu—who earned legendary status 
in the 1970s by designing album covers 
and artwork for Cheech & Chong, Alice 
Cooper, George Carlin and Jesus Christ 
Superstar —remains best known as the 
artist behind the original Rolling Stones 


lips-and-tongue logo. Later, he went on 
to a long and prosperous career in brand 
development for some the nation’s larg¬ 
est corporations. 

“I worked for Fortune 50 companies, 
and I know that some of them are seri¬ 
ously looking at this industry with bated 
breath, just waiting,” Cefalu explains. 
“When corporate America shows up 
with the big checkbook—the one that 
can accommodate all those zeros— 
they’re going to be looking for companies 
that have all the moving pieces work¬ 
ing together in harmony, like a fine Swiss 
watch. And I don’t think we have much 
further to go before that starts to happen.” 

Cefalu’s first encounter with the Grand- 
daddy Purp strain came when he was 
searching not for business, but for relief. 
Stricken with cancer in 1999, Cefalu ended 
up so zonked on pills during his recovery— 
“literally drooling on myself”—that a con¬ 
cerned friend who happened to be in the 
know when it came to cannabis suggested 
tracking down some of that purple weed 
that was going around. Word had it that 
the stuff really worked for pain. 

“I spent 3,000 bucks that year buying 
Granddaddy Purp from every collective I 
went into, because they all had it,” Cefalu 
recounts. “But you know what? None of 
them had it for real—until I met these guys.” 


That proliferation of imitators was 
one reason he encouraged the collective 
to begin offering its strains exclusively 
through authorized dispensaries—which 
could then, in turn, assure their custom¬ 
ers that they were getting the genuine 
article direct from the source. 

The Strain Seeker 

Estes’ journey as a marijuana grower 
and breeder began with a tiny, one-light 
hydroponic setup in the closet of the one- 
room apartment he lived in right after 
leaving the rehab facility. At first, he 
didn’t even know enough to switch the 
light cycle to 12/12 to induce flowering. 

After getting well acquainted with 
the day’s top imported sativas, such as 
Thai Stick, Panama Red and Colombian 
Gold, Estes next devoted serious time 
and effort to investigating the new gen¬ 
eration of hybrid varieties that ingenious 
local breeders were just then developing 
to flourish indoors. When he heard wild 
tales about something called Skunk, he 
took an eight-hour drive up into the Hum¬ 
boldt Hills to seek out some for himself. 

“You had to go up there,” Estes says, 
“because otherwise the best stuff never 
leaves the area—everybody keeps it for 
their own heads.” 

He still fondly recalls the first time

he encountered the variety that would 
become his calling card in the world of 
cannabis. Fortunately, by the time a Black- 
foot Indian he’d befriended in southern 
Humboldt came to him with a gift of the 
original Granddaddy Purp, Estes under¬ 
stood exactly how to grow it out, collect the 
pollen and backcross it. He also knew to let 
his mother plants flower out each year and 
then start new mothers in order to keep 
the strain strong and preserve its potent 
indica lineage for future generations. 

Marijuana Movement 

In 1993, Estes got directly involved in the 
burgeoning medical marijuana movement 
after reading a newspaper account of the 
arrest (and later release) of Brownie Mary, 
who famously provided thousands of free 
marijuana-infused desserts to San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS and cancer patients long before 
it was legal. Estes was so inspired by her 
story that he had the article laminated and 
kept it in his wallet, with plans to show it 
to the cops if they ever busted him. 

“It was like my first cannabis card,” he 
says. 

Spurred on by Brownie Mary’s exam¬ 
ple, Estes quit working at the string of suc¬ 
cessful tanning salons he’d opened after 
graduating from Cal State and turned his 
attention full-time to the fight for medi¬ 
cal marijuana. Well aware of all the plant 
had done for him, he felt a responsibility to 
speak up against the oppression of patients 
who used it for healing—especially those 
who couldn’t speak for themselves. 

“A lot of people get broken down or 
even beaten when they’re in a wheelchair, 
but I hadn’t,” he declares. “I had the energy 
and the gumption to get out there and tell 
the truth: that medical marijuana patients 
needed safe access to a better alternative, 
because the pills were killing us.” 

After working with Denis Peron and 
other early pioneers of medical mari¬ 
juana distribution, Estes opened one of 
the very first storefront collectives in Cal¬ 
ifornia, not long after Proposition 215 
made it the first state to legalize medical 
marijuana. A string of openings and clos¬ 
ings would follow, as Estes formed and 
folded collectives throughout the Bay 
Area amid a series of armed robberies 
and law-enforcement raids that left him 
frequently at odds with the local govern¬ 
ment—and even some erstwhile allies in 
the medical marijuana movement. 

A stony survivor of the many ups and 
downs in the medical marijuana move¬ 
ment, he’s managed to roll with the 
punches ever since—and, in the end, may 
even come out on top. 


Inside the Grand Daddy Growroom 

“I knew the Granddaddy Purp was really 
special the first time I smoked it,” Estes 
recalls as he enters a beautifully main¬ 
tained growroom full of that famed strain 
and half a dozen others. “That’s why I 
gave it to my growers and offered them a 
premium to produce it. My first collective 
went from five people on the first day to 500 
in the first month, and then on up to 5,000.” 

Estes has designed this entire opera¬ 
tion to allow him full access in his wheel¬ 
chair, including the large vegetative and 
flowering rooms and the smaller spaces 
for drying, trimming and curing. 

Neatly arranged beneath air-cooled 
1,000-watt lights, rows of Granddaddy 
Purp, Girl Scout Cookies, Ken’s Kush, 
Phantom and even some experimental 


varieties sprout up stout and sticky. Ken 
and his small cultivation team typically 
space out six plants beneath each light, 
harvesting 25 percent of the garden every 
two weeks—a steady supply of medicine 
that arrives in manageable amounts. 

“With the Granddaddy Purp, the white 
hairs on the bud will start to turn red 
towards the end,” Estes notes after closely 
inspecting a bud that’s nearing full matu¬ 
rity. “We wait until it gets to about 50 per¬ 
cent red hairs before we harvest, when 
the trichomes just start turning amber.” 
On average, the collective’s growers 
expect to yield about 1.5 pounds per 1,000 
watts in every cycle. They’ve been exper¬ 
imenting with both soil and coco-based 
mediums. 

Estes says one of the keys to bringing 
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Granddaddy Purp to its full potential is 
providing plenty of air circulation. This 
room runs six air conditioners that provide 
25,000 BTUs of power each, plus a 10-ton 
central air conditioner and a powerful 
charcoal filter on the exhaust system. C0 9 
burners at each end create a carbon-rich 
environment that supports rapid growth, 
while pulleys attached to the lights allow 
them to be raised steadily as the plants 
grow taller, which means they can be kept 
between 18 and 22 inches away from the 
canopy, depending on the strain. 

At five to six weeks, Estes and his 
team strip-clean all the lower branches 
to allow for maximum airflow, while 
encouraging each plant to fully develop 
its uppermost colas until they’re thick 
with round, dense, sticky nugs. They 
also lower a net to support the branches, 
as the weight of so many swelling buds 
makes the plants dangerously top-heavy. 

At six weeks, Granddaddy Purp begins 
to turn purple; a week later, it expresses 
its full coloration. “You can make any 
strain turn purple at the tips by exposing 
it to low temperatures,” Estes says. “But 
my strain is purple all the way through 
due to its genetics.” 

Granddaddy Purp flowers for eight 
weeks, ideally at 50 percent humidity and 



temperatures between 70°F and 78°F. 
(Above 81°F, the plants will no longer turn 
purple.) The harvested branches are dried 
upside down and not on racks, which can 
damage the buds. 

“We hang them upside down so the 
buds retain their round, spherical shape. 
That’s part of how Granddaddy Purp 
grows. It’s not wispy—it’s a solid-cola bud 
that’s very dense. You squeeze it, and it 
should be like a hardball.” 


Corporate Cannabis? 

Asked point-blank, Estes and Cefalu 
won’t say whether they plan to com¬ 
pete with Wall Street, Big Tobacco and 
whatever other dark forces capitalism 
will unleash themselves on the cannabis 
industry in the near future, or simply 
line up for a taste of that oversize check¬ 
book. But either way, it’s clearly impor¬ 
tant to both of them that people who 
care about the plant—and the patients— 
continue to have a strong voice in the 
way it’s grown and sold. 

“I do wonder how the whole game 
will change, with legalization right 
on the heels of the medical marijuana 
movement,” Estes says. “We’ve built 
a local nonprofit model after dealing 
with law enforcement and adversarial 
politicians and zoning boards pushing 
us into strip malls. So what happens 
when suddenly Walmart starts selling 
pot—or the liquor store’s got it?” 

No one can tell what the future 
holds for a legal cannabis industry. But 
for the time being, only those with the 
foresight to plan ahead can reason¬ 
ably expect to compete in an emerging 
world where growing the nation’s favor¬ 
ite green herb will no longer require 
breaking the law. ^

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he High Times crew arrived 
in the City of Angels 10 
days prior to our scheduled 
event. At the time, the local 
police department seemed 
otherwise engaged: Christopher Dorner, 
a disgruntled ex-cop, was waging his 
self-declared war on police personnel 
and their families, and the LAPD was 
engaged in the biggest manhunt in the 
city’s history to bring him in. 

This massive mobilization had already 
resulted in two separate incidents of cops 
opening fire on suspects they believed to 
be Dorner. Two women delivering news¬ 
papers miraculously survived after cops 
fired more than 100 shots into their vehi¬ 
cle, which vaguely matched the descrip¬ 
tion of Dorner’s; another man narrowly 
escaped death when cops opened up on 


him. Certainly, you’d think, the LAPD 
had bigger fish to fry than shutting down 
a legal medical marijuana event? 

Think again. Even though High Times 
had secured a permit and navigated all 
the proper channels, the LAPD was loath 
to allow the Cup to go forward. Suppos¬ 
edly, when the permit was granted for 
last year’s event, held at the Los Ange¬ 
les Center Studios, the cops had not been 
“aware” that the “medication area” was 
specifically designated for cannabis use. 
(Apparently, they’d been equally unaware 
when other pot-themed events at LA 
Center Studios promoted the same ame¬ 
nity.) But in the interim, they had “dis¬ 
covered” that the complex was situated 
less than 1,000 feet from a school. As a 
result, the LA Medical Cannabis Cup was 
now homeless. Organizers scurried to 


sign contracts with nearby Glendale Stu¬ 
dios, only to learn that LAPD had quickly 
notified the city of Glendale as to the 
nature of the event. An injunction by the 
City of Glendale was filed against High 
Times to prevent the event from happen¬ 
ing there. 

Other venues were scouted, but the 
search proved futile—and without the 
necessary permit, there could be no Med¬ 
ical Cannabis Cup. Our time in Los Ange¬ 
les was quickly beginning to seem like an | 
updated version of Escape From LA. But |

created confusion for ticketholders, 
and the vendors were equally miffed at 
the inconvenience. But as we all know, 
working in the cannabis industry gen¬ 
erally means expecting the unexpected. 
We’re outlaws, with the authorities point¬ 
edly refusing to grant us the same legal 
protections that so-called “legitimate” 
enterprises enjoy. Our industry is in its 
infancy, still finding its way into the 
mainstream, and High Times is subject

| chaos damaged the weekend irrepara- 
g bly? Would the cannabis community turn 
| out in the numbers we’d been expect- 

2 ing? Amazingly, the event proved to be a 


runaway success: the best-attended Med¬ 
ical Cannabis Cup that High Times has 
ever mounted. The temperature climbed 
into the 80s for the weekend, with clear, 
gorgeous skies affording a fabulous view 
of the surrounding mountain scenery. 

Thousands of attendees toured the 
sweeping medication area, a verita¬ 
ble village of Southern California’s top 
canna-product producers. Once again, 
concentrates proved to be the biggest 
draw, with scores of booths offering high- 
grade oils and waxes. Glass smokeware, 
especially rigs designed for dabbing, 
sold briskly, while those who wished to 
make a personal statement regarding 
their preferred method of cannabis con¬ 
sumption had an array of dab-themed 
apparel to choose from, adorned with 
messages like “Just Dab It!” and “Dabs ‘R’ 


Us.” However, vendors who offered prime 
buds to sample were hardly ignored: 
Dabbing isn’t for everyone, and hordes of 
us still prefer the comfort and simplicity 
of a joint, which doesn’t require a blow¬ 
torch or a specially designed contraption 
for ingestion. 

Redman opened the Saturday night 
concert—and, naturally, he and the 
crowd were in high spirits, which only 
got higher as the evening progressed. 

It’s been 20 years now since Redman 
appeared on the cover of High Times, and 
his popularity in the stoner world has 
only grown since then. Indeed, his energy 
exceeded the boundaries of the stage: 
During the final 10 minutes of his act, 
Redman leapt up on the fence surround¬ 
ing the stage and dove into the audience 
for an epic round of crowd-surfing. 
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The Game followed Redman. In addi¬ 
tion to his rhymes, his time onstage 
included a number of auxiliary activi¬ 
ties: He rolled dice, chugged a full bot¬ 
tle of Grey Goose (actually water), made 
friends with a middle-aged audience 
member whom he dubbed “Westlake Ray,” 
then invited the entire crowd over to Ray’s 
house. For the finale, Redman joined The 
Game for “I Wanna Get Fucked Up,” with 
both rappers sharing a joint and puffing 
prodigiously. Their high spirits induced 
Melissa Balin, an LA-based activist, to 
jump onstage and demonstrate her utter 
lack of dancing ability, leaving The Game 
and the audience in stitches. 

The weekend ended with the Sunday 
night awards ceremony, highlighted by 
the appearance of stoner legend Tommy 
Chong, who was honored with the Lester 
Grinspoon Lifetime Achievement Award. 
Aside from the late, great Jack Herer, 
granddaddy of the modern cannabis 
movement, no other individual has been 
as consistently outspoken about legaliz¬ 
ing pot as Chong, whose entire life has 
been profoundly impacted by the plant. 

As every reader of this magazine already 
knows, Tommy became a comedy super- 
star when he and Richard “Cheech” Marin 
embraced pot in their legendary Cheech

and Chong act. He also spent a year in jail 
for manufacturing his own line of bongs, 
and now cannabis is a source of medic¬ 
inal relief as he fights prostate cancer. 
Tommy graciously thanked his assembled 
fans, acknowledging his strong allegiance 
with the cannabis community while offer¬ 
ing simple words of encouragement: 
“Cannabis can change the world—and 


we’re here to show it’s possible!” 

As for the awards themselves, the 
Buds and Roses Collective, located in 
Studio City, visited the stage most fre¬ 
quently, taking top honors in the Best 
Hash category, two second-place wins 
for Best Hybrid and Best Sativa, and a 
third-place win in the Best Edible cat¬ 
egory. Reserva Privada, a subsidiary of 
DNA Genetics, won first place for Tanj in 
the sativa category. Alpha Medic grabbed 
the indica prize for Godfather OG, and a 
very tasty rendition of Girl Scout Cook¬ 
ies, courtesy of Life Is Good in Victor¬ 
ville, won the Cup for Best Hybrid. The 
Best Concentrate award went to Honey B 
OG Nectar by Green Coast Deliveries. 

When the LA Cup was finally over, a 
sense of triumph—and relief—lingered 
on. The best efforts of the LAPD to thwart 
the proceedings had been circumvented, 
and the SoCal cannabis community had 
turned out in force to support the event. 
And while Los Angeles may eventually 
soften its ridiculously antiquated stance 
on legal medical cannabis, High Times 
won’t be waiting around. Given the suc¬ 
cess of this year’s event, San Bernardino 
will likely be the new setting for the LA 
Medical Cannabis Cup. We’ve found a new 
home in the high desert. 
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Adderall: America's Ha 


It’s given to grade- 
school children 
with ADD to increase 
their attention in 
class, and college 
students across the 
country depend on 
it to cram for exams. 
But what exactly 
is Adderall? Is it a 
miracle pill-or just 
amphetamine with a 
marketing team?

S heri* is a junior in college. 

In the mornings she attends 
class, and in the afternoons 
she works at a coffeeshop. 
Sheri has attention-deficit 
disorder (ADD), and without her medi¬ 
cation she has a hard time getting out 
of the bed in the morning and accom¬ 
plishing even the most mundane of her 
daily taks. Her medication is Adderall, 
preferably the 30-milligram Adderall 
XR (extended-release) capsules, but 
Sheri doesn’t have health insurance and 
can’t afford to shell out a couple hun¬ 
dred bucks for the doctor’s visit and the 
$200 to $300 a month for the prescrip¬ 
tion itself. But Sheri is lucky, because 
she knows Dan*, who sells Adderall XR 
to college students for $5 to $15 a pop, 
depending on how many pills they’re 
buying. And Dan does good business, 
because Adderall is America’s favorite 
amphetamine, especially among college 
students trying to maintain long hours 
of focus preparing their finals. 

Street-level Adderall dealers (or 
“traders”) can distribute to college stu¬ 
dents at cheaper-than-retail prices. 

For uninsured students like Sheri, the 
retail price of a monthly Adderall pre¬ 
scription works out to $6 to $8 a pill. 



'Names have been changed. 
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If she buys 10 at a time from Dan, how¬ 
ever, she gets them for $3 to $5 a pill. 
That’s because Dan buys prescriptions 
for Adderall from students still on their 
parents’ health-insurance plan or from 
members of the military, who get Adder- 
all prescriptions like monthly paychecks. 
With a military or insurance discount, 
you can buy Adderall XR for under $1 a 
pill and then sell it for triple to five times 
the original price. Dan knows he can get

$15 to $20 a pill for 30 mg XRs from the 
right people, so a bottle of cheap XRs 
is like his savings account, his invest¬ 
ment portfolio and his spending money 
all rolled into one. And if he doesn’t 
have the time or money to eat, he can 
just take an XR and he won’t be hungry 
again for another six hours. 

Adderall is a clever brand and a 
deceptive brand. In America, amphet¬ 
amine has traditionally been associ¬ 
ated with tweakers, speed freaks, bikers, 
truckers and all-night sex orgies. Adder- 
all changed all that. Stimulants like Rit¬ 
alin have long been shown to help people 
with ADD and ADHD (attention-deficit 
hyperactivity disorder) concentrate for 
longer periods. So in 1996, Shire Pharma¬ 
ceuticals introduced Adderall, a patented 
blend of amphetamine salts, to compete 
in the market for ADD/ADHD medica¬ 
tions. The product was so successful that 
in 2001, Shire introduced the Adderall 
XR capsule in order to supply a low but 
steady dose to users all day long. Adder- 
all XR is marketed as a productivity drug 
to help people with ADD, ADHD or nar¬ 
colepsy remain alert and focused, but 
because it’s essentially pure pharmaceu¬ 
tical amphetamine, it quickly became the 
prescription stimulant of choice for col¬ 
lege students, wage laborers, the military 
and pretty much everybody else. 
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Figure 1: Adderall is the brand name for a patented blend of four different preparations of amphetamine 
salts: amphetamine aspartate, amphetamine sulfate, dextroamphetamine saccharate and dextroam¬ 
phetamine sulfate. Adderall is mixed at 75% dextroamphetamine to 25% amphetamine. 



Figure 2: Amphetamine is a simple molecule consisting of a benzene ring with a hydrocarbon and a nitrate 
group.

A mphetamine was first synthesized 
in Germany in 1887 and has been 
used pharmaceutically in the 
US since 1927. In World War II, amphet¬ 
amine and dextroamphetamine, under 
the names benzedrine and dexedrine, 
were distributed to American soldiers and 
pilots as “go pills” to combat fatigue and 
maintain alertness and morale. 

Amphetamine causes the release of 
dopamine and norepinephrine, stress 
chemicals that make people feel alert, 
powerful and impulsive, and the high 
can come on like a rush of invincibil¬ 
ity. And even though parents would 
consider almost anything to help their 
children cope better in school, the idea 
of giving speed to ADD/ADHD children 
to keep them from fidgeting doesn’t feel 
right to most people—in fact, it sounds 
like insanity. But Shire Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals solved that marketing problem by 
rebranding amphetamine as Adderall, a 
“patented blend” of amphetamine salts 
targeted to treat ADD, ADHD and narco¬ 
lepsy. (Note that “ADD” right in the name 
of the brand.) Parents who would balk at 


giving their children trucker-style speed 
are happy to give them Adderall—not 
because it’s a different drug but because 
it’s a brand name you can trust. 

The molecule for amphetamine is in 
the public domain, so it’s impossible for 
a pharmaceutical company to patent it. 
That means there’s no profit to be made 
by producing amphetamine for phar¬ 
maceutical use. But Shire found a way 
around this problem. Adderall is a cus¬ 
tom blend of four different types of 
amphetamine salts—basically two mir¬ 
ror versions of the amphetamine mole¬ 
cule packaged in four separate ways. This 
is an old patent-medicine trick: When 
you’re synthesizing a molecule in chem¬ 
istry, you must attach it to a salt (such as 
an aspartate or sulphate) so you can eas¬ 
ily crystallize or dissolve it. However, you 
can’t patent amphetamine aspartate or 
amphetamine sulfate—but if you make 
a custom mix of these salts, you can call 
it a patent drug, even though both salts 
carry the exact same amphetamine mol¬ 
ecule when they dissolve in the blood¬ 
stream (see Figure 1 above). 


Most simple psychoactive molecules 
have mirror counterparts called ste¬ 
reoisomers, and drugs often contain a 
blend of both isomers, which is called a 
racemic mix. What is commonly called 
amphetamine, benzedrine or speed is 
actually the “left-handed” isomer of the 
amphetamine molecule, known as levo¬ 
amphetamine or 1-amphetamine. The 
“right-handed” stereoisomer of amphet¬ 
amine is dextroamphetamine, also called 
d-amphetamine or dexedrine (Figure 2). 

Isomers of the same molecule, 
although very similar, often have dif¬ 
ferent effects. For instance, the right- 
handed isomer of methamphetamine, 
dextromethamphetamine, is the most 
potent human stimulant known: This 
is the “meth” that tweakers crave. But 
the left-handed isomer of methamphet¬ 
amine, levomethamphetamine, is a vaso¬ 
constrictor with little to no psychoactive 
effect and is used in nasal decongestants 
and inhalers. 

In contrast, both isomers of amphet¬ 
amine are psychostimulants, so Shire 
combines both the 1- and d- isomers in 
Adderall, each packaged in two differ¬ 
ent types of salt carriers. By creating a 
custom racemic mix of 1- and d- isomers, 
and by using a custom blend of salt carri¬ 
ers for each molecule, Adderall meets the 
definition of an amphetamine formula¬ 
tion that can be patented for prescription 
use. In a word: genius. 

Formulating the perfect blend of 
speed for children sounds like a task 
more suited to a crime syndicate than 
a pharmaceutical company, but Shire 
put some serious thought into packag¬ 
ing amphetamine into pills for kids with 
short attention spans. The 1- isomer of 
amphetamine, levoamphetamine, packs 
a euphoric rush of norepinephrine for 
a quick and speedy high, with a small 
release of dopamine for a short period of 
increased alertness and focus. Levoam¬ 
phetamine (a.k.a. benzedrine) is a favor¬ 
ite of tweakers who want the most bang 
for their buck. The d- isomer of amphet¬ 
amine, dextroamphetamine, produces 
less of an initial rush but increases the 
supply of dopamine and norepinephrine 
in the brain’s synaptic clefts for many 
hours. Dextroamphetamine (a.k.a. dex¬ 
edrine) is considered by many to be the 
first “smart drug,” used experimentally to 
increase focus, memory and intelligence. 

Both isomers of amphetamine 
increase arousal and stimulate the desire 
to be active. Shire designed Adderall to 
maximize alertness and focus while not 
overdoing the initial euphoric rush, so 
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the amphetamine mix in Adderall is only 
25 percent 1-amphetamine to 75 percent 
d-amphetamine. Mixing both isomers 
has been shown to increase the release 
of dopamine and norepinephrine into 
the synaptic cleft faster and longer than 
either of the two isomers individually, so 
Adderall was designed to be a quick pick- 
me-up, followed by hours of increased 
alertness and focus. And by all accounts, 
Shire did a great job: Even though the 
generic version of Adderall tries to match 
the specific mix used by Shire, regular 
users will tell you that the generic pills 
are junk compared to the real thing. This 
is the power of the Adderall brand. 

Amphetamine potency can be mea¬ 
sured by two things. The first is how 
efficiently the amphetamine molecule 
releases dopamine and norepinephrine 
into the synaptic cleft. The second is how 
long it takes for that amphetamine mol¬ 
ecule to metabolize, because the lon¬ 
ger it lingers at the synapse, the more it 
increases the brain’s dopamine and nor¬ 
epinephrine supply. 

Amphetamine’s action of causing 
dopamine to be released into the brain’s 
synapses from the axon terminals is 
fairly well understood, but less well 
known is how each isomer of amphet¬ 
amine accomplishes this task. Dextro¬ 
amphetamine, the major component 
of Adderall, is thought to be most effi¬ 
cient at releasing dopamine along the 
brain’s D1 and D4 pathways, which help 
focus cognitive attention. Levoamphet- 
amine, the minor component of Adder- 
all, is thought to be better at releasing 
norepinephrine and dopamine along 
the D2 reward pathways, causing rushes 
of euphoria and sexual arousal, as 
well as enhanced reflexes and motor 
coordination. 

Although 1- and d- isomers of amphet¬ 
amine differ slightly in their function 
and effect, both stimulate the brain’s 
pleasure and reward centers in exactly 
the same way, and both are highly addic¬ 
tive. In fact, all addictive behaviors—drug 
use, sex, gambling and so on—are wired 
into to this central dopamine reward 
pathway, and none stimulate it bet¬ 
ter than amphetamine. Indeed, amphet¬ 
amines are the most rewarding of all 
reward-based addictions, which is why 
the most potent and longest-acting form 
of amphetamine, dextromethamphet- 
amine (meth), is so widely coveted by 
addicts. Methamphetamine is the end of 
the line for chasing the norepinephrine 
and dopamine rush. 

The mechanisms that stimulate

reward and addiction are the same ones 
that make Adderall such a good drug for 
increasing focus, attention and memory. 
An increased dopamine supply means 
more sustained focus for longer peri¬ 
ods; an increased norepinephrine supply 
means stronger memory formation and 
better information retention. This makes 
Adderall the drug of choice for college 
students who spend long hours studying 
or cramming for final exams. The trade 
in Adderall is so commonplace that it’s 
like an underground currency: Name¬ 
brand Adderall sells for more than gener¬ 
ics, XR capsules sell for more than the 
tablets, and each little pill has a milli¬ 
gram dosage marked on it, which means 
you always know the size of the dose 
you’re getting. The package is simple, 
neat and perfect. 

But a little study boost can easily spi¬ 
ral into addiction. Prolonged use of 
Adderall and other stimulants can cre¬ 
ate dependence and even serious side 
effects when abused. The short-term 
effects of Adderall abuse include insom¬ 
nia and loss of appetite, which can cause 
stress and malnutrition. A few days of 
amphetamine abuse coupled with sleep 


deprivation will cause paranoia and psy¬ 
chosis, and these symptoms will get 
worse until the person stops the amphet¬ 
amine use and returns to a normal eat¬ 
ing and sleeping schedule. Withdrawing 
from an amphetamine addiction doesn’t 
cause vomiting or sickness as with her¬ 
oin, but it does cause extreme agitation, 
irritability and (ironically) an inability to 
focus. Long-term amphetamine addicts 
also report anhedonia, or the inability 
to feel a sense of enjoyment or pleasure 
without the aid of some chemical stim¬ 
ulant, which can linger for long periods 
after quitting. Even though Adder- 
all is considered safe for prescription 
use in pill form, it’s still a Schedule II 
amphetamine (which means it’s in a less 
restricted category than pot, by the way), 
and the addiction potential is high. 

But does Adderall actually help stu¬ 
dents get better grades or higher test 
scores? For students diagnosed with ADD 
or ADHD, who are at a cognitive disad¬ 
vantage to begin with, Adderall therapy 
has been shown to boost overall aca¬ 
demic performance with long-term pos¬ 
itive results. And 9 percent of children 
between the ages of five and 17 are diag¬ 
nosed with ADD/ADHD, which means 
that 9 percent of minors are perfect tar¬ 
gets for boosting academic performance 
with an Adderall prescription. 

But for students not diagnosed with 
ADD/ADHD who pop Adderall with¬ 
out a prescription to pull a few all-night¬ 
ers, the results are not so clear. Adderall 
use may help some of these students, but 
it can be detrimental to others, though 
no formal studies have been conducted 
to show how pervasive nonprescrip¬ 
tion Adderall use is among students and 
what effect, if any, it has on overall aca¬ 
demic performance. That’s because there 
are several big problems inherent in con¬ 
ducting such a study, including requiring 
students to report their own illegal activ¬ 
ity and collecting urine samples from 
them to match test scores against the 
presence of amphetamine metabolites in 
their urine. 

Unlike sports doping, which involves 
some pretty straightforward issues of 
fairness and testing, academic dop¬ 
ing seems to be a much stickier prob¬ 
lem. Parents paying thousands of dollars 
a year for college probably don’t want 
their children screened for performance¬ 
enhancing drugs before they can grad¬ 
uate—it would open up a huge can of 
worms if every test score could be chal¬ 
lenged with a request for a urine sample. 
And on the flip side, do you want your 
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child to be selected for the placebo con¬ 
trol group in a class of students being 
given Adderall over the course of a year 
to see if it helps improve their test scores 
overall? And if Adderall does improve 
academic performance for non-ADD/ 
ADHD students, should every student 
be allowed to get a prescription to level 
the playing field? You can see why few 
in academia care to consider the issue of 
students doping other than to say they 
oppose it, while admitting that the prac¬ 
tice is widespread. 

In contrast to academia, the military 
has long recognized the use of amphet¬ 
amines for performance enhancement. In 
2010, the Department of Defense spent 
$39 million for over 32,000 prescriptions 
for active-duty soldiers to stimulants 
like Adderall, Ritalin and dexedrine. 
That’s a 10-fold increase in the number 
of military prescriptions for stimulants 
from 2005. And the military isn’t alone, 
because the number of civilian prescrip¬ 
tions is also skyrocketing. In 2010, more 
than 18 million Adderall prescriptions 
were written, which means either that 
a crippling epidemic of ADD/ADHD is 
sweeping America, or else there’s a grow¬ 
ing recreational demand for the brand of 
amphetamine that everyone trusts.

Indeed, the demand for Adder- 
all became so dramatic in 2012 that 
the federal government had to act to 
combat shortages of the drug. The 
DEA allows only a certain amount of 


amphetamine to be commercially manu¬ 
factured each year, and Congress annu¬ 
ally votes to increase that quota to meet 
the rising demand. In 1990, that num¬ 
ber was 417 kg of amphetamine; in 
2000, it was 9,007 kg; in 2012, 25,300 
kg. The number is doubling every few 
years, and apparently this supply is still 
not enough. In May 2012, two mem¬ 
bers of Congress, Chuck Grassley (R-IA) 
and Sheldon Whitehouse (D-RI), wrote 
to the US Government Accountability 
Office on Shire Pharmaceutical’s behalf 
to urge the DEA to consider easing its 
restrictions on amphetamine produc¬ 
tion. Other pharmaceutical companies 
that make generic versions of Adder- 
all—including Teva, Barr, Impax Labs, 
Sandoz and CorePharma—will also ben¬ 
efit if the DEA raises its annual quota 
on industrial amphetamine production. 
From which one can see that, when it 
comes to manufacturing and distrib¬ 
uting large amounts of patented-blend 
amphetamines, it pays to have friends in 
high places. ^

So here we are, in your home, 
with an ounce of legal mari¬ 
juana. How does it feel to be 
able to say that after all this 
time? 

It’s nice to stick a bong on 
my shelf and just hope some¬ 
body asks about it—because 
it’s legal here in Washington 
State. Ahhhhh ... that is a nice 
feeling. 


When did you try marijuana 
for the first time? 

The first time was in 
Afghanistan, in Kabul. 

Wow. What year was that? 

Must have been 1978.1 
never got high in college. 

So you went through college in 
the 70s without smoking pot, 


and then went to Afghanistan 
and tried it? 

I didn’t smoke in college 
because I felt like there was 
a lot of peer pressure, and I 
didn’t want to succumb to 
it. But in Afghanistan, the 
whole world was high—you’d 
be riding a bus, and at the 
rest stop they’d all sit around 
and watch somebody slaugh¬ 
ter a goat while passing some 
sort of a pipe or bong. Every¬ 
body would get as stoned as 
you can imagine, and then 
they’d say, “Okay, time to get 
back on the bus.” It was an 
amazing, strange world. 

Of course, where I really 
learned to enjoy the experi¬ 
ence was in Nepal, in Kat¬ 
mandu. I’d get high and eat 
apple pie hot out of a medi¬ 
eval oven while listening to 
the Stones or something like 
that, surrounded by travelers 
from all over the world. And 
I’d just think, “Life is good.” 

You sometimes describe 
“high” as a place you like to 
visit. Can you explain what 
you mean by that? 

What I mean is that, when 
you travel, you enter a dif¬ 
ferent mind-set—and when 
you get high, you can find 
yourself in a different mind¬ 
set, too. And I think that if 
you’re an adult, you should 
be free to choose whether 
or not you want to go there. 
Also, if somebody tells me 
I can’t step across a little 
line on the sidewalk, all of a 
sudden I want to step across. 
That’s kind of human nature, 
isn’t it? 

So you think outlaw¬ 
ing marijuana has been 
counterproductive? 

You go to the Netherlands, 
and the Dutch people think 
it’s just kind of odd that 
Americans are so excited 
about marijuana coffeeshops. 
For them, it’s like, “Yeah, if 
you want it, it’s down the 
street. What’s the big deal?” 
Well, you can do hard time 
for marijuana in America. 
That’s what’s the big deal. 
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And if you look at mari¬ 
juana usage in the Nether¬ 
lands, for both youth and 
adults, it’s lower than here. 

I wish Americans under¬ 
stood that. By every measure, 
the Dutch smoke less pot per 
capita than we Americans 
do. There’s no correlation 
between consumption and 
the strictness or looseness of 
a society’s laws. The Dutch 
approach drugs in terms of 
pragmatic harm reduction: 
They want to take crime out 
of the equation, and they 
treat those with addictions as 
people with a health problem 
who need help—not criminals 
who need to be locked up. 

So, if “high” is a place and it’s 
now legal to go there in Wash¬ 
ington State, do you have any 
travel advice for a first-time 
visitor? 

That’s a good question. 

The thing is, I’m not really 
a proponent of pot—I just 
believe that if somebody 
wants to smoke it, that’s their 
right. Still, I’d say try it in a 
safe environment with expe¬ 
rienced people you trust and 
feel comfortable with. You 
also might need to try it a 
few times, because it doesn’t 
always work the first time. 

Do you think marijuana tour¬ 
ism will become a big ancil¬ 
lary business? 

Right now, there’s a lot of 
speculation about marijuana 
tourism here in Washington 
State—the same way people 
visit the little vineyards in 
Walla Walla and go wine¬ 
tasting. But I don’t think 
that’s going to be much of 
an industry I think Wash¬ 
ington’s just going to be an 
example of a progressive 
state that understands the 
futility of criminalizing mari¬ 
juana. Other states will see 
the positive results of that 
approach, and pretty soon 
tourists won’t need to think 
about traveling to Washing¬ 
ton for legal pot, because 
pot will be legal all over the 
United States.

Why did you decide to speak 
out publicly about marijuana 
legalization? 

All my adult life, most of 
the people I’ve worked with— 
including most of the people 
I’ve respected in my field- 
have smoked pot secretly, and 
they’re perfectly upstanding 
citizens in every way. But 
they’ve had to lie to their 
own children; they’re nervous 
about their employers; some 
are even nervous about 
their spouses. And I always 
thought, “This is not right.” As 
Americans, we embrace a lot 
of lies—and for me, the “evils 
of marijuana” was one lie too 
many. 

Then, in 2003, the cam¬ 
paign to pass 1-75 [the initia¬ 
tive that made marijuana 
the lowest law-enforcement 
priority in Seattle] asked me 
to give a talk on Capitol Hill 
to help raise money. I had to 
ask myself, “Wow, do I actu¬ 
ally want to stand in a public 
place and explain the wisdom 
of taking crime out of the 
equation?” Ultimately, I real¬ 
ized this was the right thing 
to do. This is good citizenship. 
I was speaking up for the 
truth. 

Really, I want to make 
marijuana less scary for the 
people who wish it would just 
go away, because marijuana is 
never going to go away. 

Have there been any negative 
consequences to speaking out? 

I figured there would be, 
but there haven’t been. I 
suppose I have turned certain 
people against me—but 
those are people that I don’t 
necessarily want for me, so 
what’s the loss? I don’t need 
to compromise on the truth 
or what’s good for society in 
order to have everybody like 
me. I have some celebrity and 
a bit of clout because of what 
I do, and I’d rather use it in a 
way that’s a little more coura¬ 
geous than simply trying to 
make everybody happy. 

I guess over the years a 
few people have told me, “We 
know what you think about 


marijuana, and we’re never 
going to use your guidebooks 
or take your tours.” And all I 
can think is, “Europe will be a 
lot more fun without you.” 

Where were you on election 
night? 

I went to the official 
results-watching party at the 
Westin Hotel in Seattle. I 
was on pins and needles all 
night because we didn’t have 
any [advance] numbers for 
the initiative, and then all 
at once it was clear legaliza¬ 
tion had passed by a wide 
margin. 1-502 won! At that 
point, I was euphoric. But I 
also realized I never want to 
go through another political 
campaign again—I just don’t 
handle that kind of stress 
very well. Because, you know, 
when it comes time to count 
the votes, you either win 
or lose—it’s 100 percent or 
zero. And we worked so hard 
and put so much energy and 
money into the campaign; all 
the conditions came together 
in what felt like a perfect 
storm. I didn’t know if we 
could ever get it all together 
again in the future. 


How do you assess the reaction 
of the federal government 
since the election? 

That’s the big question 
mark. Our governor here in 
Washington State wants the 
federal government to say 
what they’re going to do so 
we can build a regulatory 
system and start collecting 
tax revenue. I’m a friend of 
Governor [Jay] Inslee, and 
he understands this is a real 
issue. He flew to Washington, 
DC, to meet with US Attorney 
General Eric Holder and try 
to find out if we can do this or 
not—because he’s hoping to 
divert hundreds of millions of 
dollars from the black market 
and then tax and regulate a 
new and legal industry. That 
is quite exciting. 

Keep in mind, marijuana 
legalization got more votes 
in Colorado and Washington 
than President Obama. So if 
the federal government comes 
in here to overrule us, it will 
be a really blatant disregard 
of the will of the people. 
Fortunately, I think what the 
Justice Department wants 
to see is a smart law that’s 
enforced consistently and 


prevents legal Washington 
State marijuana from “leak¬ 
ing” into other states. The 
federal government doesn’t 
have endless resources, so 
they have to pick their battles. 

And once we won, the 
tenor of the discussion 
changed very quickly. Now 
people can much more eas¬ 
ily support the idea that we 
shouldn’t be locking up pot 
smokers. So overall, I’m feel¬ 
ing very confident that we’re 
going to have our chance to 
pull this off. I think that in a 
year or so, people will realize 
that the sky’s not falling—and 
in the meantime, the govern¬ 
ment will become addicted to 
the tax revenue. 

So you’re saying tax revenue 
is the addictive property of 
marijuana? 

That’s what I’m saying. 

As someone who employs 
80 people, how do you feel if 
any of them chooses to use 
marijuana? 

I could care less if my staff 
smokes pot. I don’t want 
them getting stoned at work 
or coming to work high, but 
I would assume a good many 
of them use pot recreationally 
on the weekend, and that’s 
their choice. I certainly think 
a smart entrepreneur wants 
to employ creative people. If 
I gave everybody a test to see 
if they smoked marijuana in 
the last month, it would be 
catastrophic for my business. 

You’ve frequently been a 
speaker at Seattle Hempfest, 
the nation’s largest marijuana 
event. What makes you return 
year after year? 

To me, Hempfest shows 
that there’s a huge stratum of 
our population that’s incredi¬ 
bly marijuana-oriented. That’s 
not really me, but they’re just 
as legitimate as me. 

A very good exercise for 
anybody who is afraid of 
cannabis culture would be 
to walk the whole length of 
Seattle Hempfest—through 
that sprawling, festive crowd 
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of more than 100,000— 
and realize, “Wow, these 
people live in our com¬ 
munity 365 days out of 
the year. And for one 
weekend, they can all get 
together and have a big 
party that’s a celebration 
of freedom and alternative 
lifestyles and tolerance.” 
When you look at it that 
way, it’s a beautiful thing. 

You’re someone who’s 
guided by your faith as a 
Lutheran. Do you see reli¬ 
gious leaders beginning to 
change their attitude about 
marijuana legalization? 

I see no incongruity 
between my Christian 
faith and exercising my 
civil liberty to smoke pot 
recreationally. While it’s 
hard for me to imagine a 
lot of pastors just lighting 
up for kicks, many reli¬ 
gious leaders have already 
come out against mari¬ 
juana prohibition because 
of the damage it does to 
their communities. Black 
Baptist preachers come up 
and hug me now for help¬ 
ing their community be 
less damaged by the laws 
against marijuana. That’s 
an amazing feeling. 

What do you think should 
be the goals for reformers 
moving forward in the next 
couple of years? 

Thankfully, there’s a lot 
of good people follow¬ 
ing through on 1-502 and 
making sure the new law 
will be implemented in 
an optimal way. So as a 
member of the advisory 
board of NORML, I’d now 
like to help other states 
do what we did in Wash¬ 
ington. And I really hope 
that everyone who reads 
High Times will join me 
in working for legalization 
nationwide. 

Unfortunately, too 
many pot smokers 
don’t live up to their 
responsibility as citi¬ 
zens to actively push for

drug-policy reform. I’ve 
got friends who are 
great people, and they 
love smoking marijuana, 
but they’ve never even 
thought to raise their 
voice to change the law. 
Every one of us has 
a world where we’re 
respected and people will 
listen to what we say. All 
of us can speak reason¬ 
ably with people who 
are afraid of cannabis, 
to help demystify it for 
them. And you don’t have 
to go it alone—you can 
join NORML or whatever 
other drug-law reform 
organization suits you. 

Retail sales of marijuana 
in Washington State may 
begin in early 2014. What 
do you hope to find at the 
pot store? 


My fantasy is to choose 
marijuana according to 
what kind of high I want. 
The frustrating thing 
with the black market 
is, you don’t really know 
for sure what type of pot 
you’re smoking. And that’s 
really a lost opportunity— 
because for me, some pot 
is really good and some 
pot is really not. And I 
think when it’s legalized 
and sold in a store, I’ll 
have the ability to buy 
strains that really work 
well for me. 

What types of herb do you 
usually gravitate toward? 

I want stuff that’s good 
for listening to music, 
playing my piano, having 
the munchies and gig¬ 
gling. I don’t want a heavy 
stone—I want an uplifting 
high. 

Do you have a favorite 
strain? 

You know, I’m not very 
sophisticated about differ¬ 
ent varieties. People just 
give me pot. Everywhere I 
go, people give me pot. 

Perhaps if you say that 
again, it might convince 
a few more prominent 
people to come out of the 
cannabis closet... 

Oh yeah, that’s an 
important point: If you 
speak out about legaliza¬ 
tion, growers and heads 
will give you free mari¬ 
juana. I don’t smoke very 
much, of course, so lately 
the stressful thing has 
been not being able to 
keep up with the abun¬ 
dance of wonderful pot 
that people have kindly 
been gifting me. 

It’s really fun, actually, 
because I know they’re 
doing it to thank me. I 
didn’t legalize marijuana— 
I was just one guy help¬ 
ing—but in some ways, I 
got to be the public face of 
our success here in Wash¬ 
ington State.

subject When to Flower 
from Drew H. 

^•Tm a beginning-level grower, and 
I have three Purple Kush plants 
I’ve been growing for about three 
and a half weeks now. The plants 
are about 10 or 11 inches tall, but 
my grow space is limited to about 
2.5 feet wide and 4 feet tall. When 
should I switch to 12/12? 


Dear Drew, 

The time to switch to the 12/12-hour 
light cycle for flowering is now. Due to 
your limited vertical space, you may 
want to consider topping your plants or 
using some sort of trellising system, such 
as Screen of Green (ScrOG), to keep your 
plants from growing too tall and burning 
from your grow lamp. Plants continue 
to stretch for several weeks after flower¬ 
ing is induced, so it’s important to factor 
that “stretch time” into your schedule. 


Typically, Kush plants like the 
ones you’re growing will add about a 
foot or so of vertical growth after the 
switch is made. Some sativas stretch 
several feet during this period, but 
z'zzdz'ccz-dominant plants aren’t as 
lanky. Also, the question of when to 
start flowering is related to the type of 
grow light you’re using. High-wattage 
lights like HIDs need to be kept far¬ 
ther away from plant tops than fluo- 
rescents or LEDs. 
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Danko Tip: Dead leaves and plant debris on the floor are a breeding 
ground for pests. Keep all growroom surfaces clean at all times.

subject Flowering Mom 
from: Chris 

have a three-month-old Blackwater plant 
that’s flowering in her vegetative period. 
The light was at 18/6, but I changed it to 
24 since she started flowering a week 
ago. I made this a mother plant and have 
rooted clones from it, but I’m concerned 
my mother is going to continue flowering. 
Have you ever heard of such a thing? Do 
you have any advice? 

Dear Chris, 

It seems that your plant is an auto-flow¬ 
ering plant. This means it will continue 
to flower regardless of the photoperiod. 
These types of plants cannot be used 
as mother plants, so your best bet is to 
flower it out and start a new mother 


plant from regular seeds. 

Regular seeds can be either male or 
female, so you must take a cutting of the 
plant as it’s growing (after three weeks 
of growth or so) and root the clone. Then 
you can flower out the clone in order to 
determine the sex of the mother plant. 
This way, the mother doesn’t have to 
endure the stress of going into flowering 
and then reverting back to the vegetative 
stage. That type of stress can cause bad 
behaviors from the plant, such as her¬ 
maphroditism and other abnormalities. 


subject Storing Mixed Nutes 

FROM: MikeL. 

I’m a busy person and a bit of a procrasti¬ 
nator. I have a 10-gallon reservoir and was 


wondering if I could make a big 40-gal- 
lon batch of nutrient solution every four 
weeks and then just use 10 gallons per 
week for the month. Would it be okay 
to do this, or would the premixed batch 
degrade? I am using the three-part Flora 
series from General Hydro. 

Dear Mike, 

I don’t recommend using premixed nutri¬ 
ents that have been sitting around for a 
month. It’s much more desirable to mix 
the nutes as needed and use them imme¬ 
diately. Once you mix up a batch, the 
solution will begin to evaporate, which 
can cause fluctuations in the pH and the 
parts per million (ppm) of the salts, par¬ 
ticularly with organic nutrients. Since 
the nutes you’re using aren’t organic, 
they will last longer if stored properly, 
but you must ensure that the pH and 
ppm are still at proper levels before add¬ 
ing your stored solution to the reservoir. 

My advice, however, is to mix up the 
10-gallon batches as needed instead 
of storing premixed nutrient solution, 
organic or otherwise, for a month. Pro¬ 
crastination isn’t a trait that benefits pot 
farmers, so do your best to devote a bit 
more time and energy to your garden for 
best results. 


subject Indicas at High Altitudes 
from Daniel L. 

I love your great answers to so many ques¬ 
tions, and now I have one of my own: Can 
I grow indicas or hybrids in the Southern 
Hemisphere, for example in Colombia, 
which has mountains like you’d find in 
India, Pakistan or Afghanistan? The eleva¬ 
tion is above 7,000 feet, and the nights get 
pretty cold. I want to start up a center there 
for cancer patients. My dad died from it, 
and now I’m dealing with it myself. There 
is a great marijuana community there, 
and I know doctors who deal with cancer 
patients. I’ve been planning this for about 
two years, ever since my dad passed away. 
Each day I tell myself I have the strength to 
do this. With my health issues, it’s hard, but 
I will power through it. 

Dear Daniel, 

I’m so sorry to hear about your father’s 
and your own plight with cancer. Too 
many good people are dying from 
this disease, and marijuana can help 
them deal with the nausea and other 
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Danko Tip: For best results, vegetate your plants at least one 
week for every gallon of container space. 


symptoms. There is even evidence that 
marijuana fights cancer cells, and more 
and more studies are showing the many 
healing properties of cannabis. 

You can indeed grow indicas and 
hybrids in the mountains of Colombia— 
in fact, those are the ideal strains to cul¬ 
tivate in those conditions. Sativas take 
longer to flower and may not finish in 
high altitudes before the frost sets in. 
Good luck on your quest to help your¬ 
self and others heal from the devastat¬ 
ing effects of cancer, and may your father 
rest in peace. 


subject Leaf Browning

THE NEETA ELECTIONS 


I’ve been growing medical marijuana for 
some time. I have three young plants from 
clone, about 10 to 12 weeks old, grown 
outdoors in pots in the full Southern 
California sun. All three plants have begun 
to show the type of leaf seen here (at 
right). There’s no sign of insects, but some 
of the middle leaves are turning brown. 

At least two or three leaves exhibit this on 
each plant. Nice-looking buds are forming, 
though they’re not ready for harvest yet, 
and they do have a strong MJ odor. So why 
the discoloration? I’ve grown before and 
haven’t seen this. 

Dear White, 

It looks to me like you have a phospho¬ 
rous or potassium deficiency. These types 
of deficiency start in the older leaves and 
affect the margins between the veins 
first. As they get worse, brown rust spots 
appear and grow from the outside of the 
leaves inward. Leaves and stems often 
turn red or purple and fall off the plant 
eventually. These types of deficiency 
drastically slow down plant growth and 
can diminish your harvest significantly. 

There may be phosphorous or potas¬ 
sium in the soil, but it’s unavailable to 
your plants’ roots due to salinity (too 
much fertilizer salts in the mix) or pH 
fluctuations. Before adding any fertilizer 
containing phosphorous (P) or potas¬ 
sium (K), first flush your medium with 
plenty of plain pH-balanced water. Then 
slowly introduce some mild NPK-bal- 
anced fertilizer and be patient; the new 
growth won’t show signs of healthy 
behavior for several days. Allow the 
plants to recover before inducing the 
flowering stage of growth. 


subject Compact Fluorescents 
from Will Smokewitcha 

I’ve been seeing a bunch of stuff on com¬ 
pact fluorescent lights (CFLs) and wanted 
to know the pros and cons of using them. 
Also, if you had a small (3' x 3') grow space, 
what types of lights would you recom¬ 
mend for veg and flowering? 

Dear Will, 

CFLs have a number of benefits: They 
don’t create much heat and can be placed 
close to plant tops, and they’re also quite 
affordable. Another benefit is that they 
don’t use much electricity, so your bills 
won’t skyrocket from using them. One 
drawback is that they don’t create as 
many lumens as high-intensity discharge 
(HID) lighting, which means your buds 
will be more sparse and airy. To get large, 
dense nuggets, you’ll need to use several 
units at close range. 

My recommendation for a 3' x 3' 
space would be to use a 250-watt or 
400-watt metal halide (MH) light for 
the vegetative stage and a 250- or 400- 
watt high-pressure sodium (HPS) light 
for flowering. The 400-watt lights will 
produce more heat, so you must act 
accordingly and use proper ventilation 
to remove it. If you want to use CFLs 
throughout the grow cycle, try a 250-watt 
unit made specifically for growing plants.

Dear Smshocker, 

As far as grow books, I highly recommend Indoor Marijuana 
Horticulture by Jorge Cervantes, as well as Organic Marijuana 
Soma Style by master breeder Soma. The best DVD on the sub¬ 
ject is my colleague Nico Escondido’s Grow Like a Pro. 

Recommending an individual company’s grow tents or boxes 
can be difficult because there are so many great products avail¬ 
able for many different circumstances and budgets. If money is 
no object, look into the all-in-one grow box available from BC 
Northern Lights or Supercloset. These can run several thou¬ 
sand dollars, but they automate much of the process and are 
easy to set up and get running. 

Cheaper alternatives to grow boxes are the many varieties 
of grow tents that are available on the market. These are easy 
to set up and take down and typically come with hardware for 
hanging lights and holes for ventilation equipment. Do some 
research online to find the one that’s best for you.

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Warner Brothers 
and the Hippies 

The differences of East meeting West 


V ery few counterculture leaders 
ever achieve national recognition, 
and other than John Lennon, a 
unifying messiah capable of leading our 
rainbow tribe to the Promised Land never 
really emerged. In 
1971, there was a 
short-lived attempt 
to create a hippie 
homeland in Arizona, 
similar to what the 
Mormons established 
in Utah, but it never 
generated much inter¬ 
est. At certain times, 
key figures came close 
to capturing a center of energy: Abbie 
Hoffman certainly springs to mind. 

The hippie counterculture emerged 
spontaneously all across America in 
1966, kickstarted by the British Invasion, 
which created a new style—and new 
styles often open up new doors to new 
ideas. The culture arrived with many fla¬ 
vors. John Sinclair in Detroit may have 
been the most influential early on, espe¬ 
cially after he got busted while managing 
the MC5, the most revolutionary of rock 
bands. Sinclair started out by renting a 
bunch of slum houses and turned them 
into communes. He published his own 
newspaper and created his own music, 
bands and art. Sinclair created the White 
Panther Party, inspired by Malcolm X, 
whose early rallies he’d attended as the 
only white guy in the room. 

Meanwhile, out west we had Johnny 
Griggs of the Brotherhood of Eternal 
Love, Wavy Gravy of the Hog Farm and 
Stephen Gaskin, a creative writing profes¬ 
sor at San Francisco State who’d dropped 
acid and instantly joined the hippie 
revolution. And, of course, Ken Kesey 
and the Merry Pranksters. Every one of 
these dudes was or is a great shaman and 
magician for our time, and they all had 
very unique styles. Generally speaking, 
the West Coast was more spiritual than 
the rest of the country, which only means 
they were more focused on vibrations 
than actions. The politicos from the East 
often had trouble understanding the 


ceremonies of their counterculture breth¬ 
ren in the West, and vice versa. 

Tom Forbade came from Arizona, 
but his allegiance was to John Sinclair. 
(In fact, he was one of three people 

allowed to conduct a 
correspondence with 
John while he was 
imprisoned.) And Tom 
exerted a similarly dis¬ 
ruptive creative force. 
Case in point: After 
the success of Wood- 
stock, Warner Brothers 
decided to produce a 
follow-up movie. The 
new concept was to take Woodstock on 
the road by filming a tour of the Merry 
Pranksters and the Grateful Dead, from 
California to the Isle of Wight festival in 
England. The project was dubbed Medi¬ 
cine Ball Caravan. 

The Grateful Dead, however, insisted 
that a “magic wish per band member” 
clause be written into the contract. 
Basically, any whim of theirs was to be 
fulfilled no matter the expense—and 
knowing the Dead, they’d be sure to 
ask for something like a castle of ice in 
the desert. Even though the Dead were 
signed to Warners, they were driving the 
executives crazy with their tripped-out 
demands. Kesey was viewed as an instiga¬ 
tor in this anti-corporate vibe, so he was 
86’d immediately. Then Warners decided 
they didn’t need the Dead for the project 
either. Big mistake. 

Tom was encouraged to follow this 
caravan around, since one of his friends 
was a foreman on the tour, and he ran a 
counter-tour that became known as the 
Caravan of Pirates, which tried to shake 
the film company down for a $50,000 
donation to “the people”—a tactic he and 
Abbie had used successfully on Michael 
Lang at the first Woodstock festival. 

Now that pot is going to be legal world¬ 
wide within a few years, maybe we can 
get that hippie-homeland project back on 
track. I, for one, would love to retire to a 
violence-free community that supports 
organic farming and clean energy. & 



Tom Forgade and his Caravan of Pirates. 
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Prescription 
for Tragedy 

Are pharmaceutical drugs the real 
“smoking gun” in shooting sprees? 


I n the wake of the tragic elemen¬ 
tary-school shooting in Newtown, 

CT, President Obama appointed a 
gun-violence commission to investigate 
the possible causes and remedies for 
these ever more frequent “crazed gun¬ 
man” mass killings. Based on the panel’s 
recommendations, 

Obama then signed 23 
executive actions aimed 
at combating and 
preventing such attacks 
in the future. These 
included proposals to 
broaden the databases 
for background checks 
and mental-illness 
records, launching a 
gun-safety education 
campaign, beefing up security at schools 
and urging Congress to reinstitute the 
ban on assault weapons, as well as high- 
capacity magazines. Also discussed was 
studying possible links between violent 
video games and real-life acts of violence. 
Noticeably absent from this conversation, 
however—in either the commission’s pro¬ 
ceedings or the media—was any proposal 
to investigate the link between these 
shootings and pharmaceutical drugs. 

According to various reports, more 
than 50 school shootings around the 
world have been perpetrated by boys on 
prescription drags—particularly opioid 
painkillers and antidepressants such as 
selective serotonin reuptake inhibitors 
(SSRIs). Fourteen mass killings have been 
linked to Paxil and Prozac alone. Colum¬ 
bine killers Eric Harris and Dylan Klebold 
were on Zoloft and Luvox. Both Newtown 
gunman Adam Lanza and Virginia Tech 
gunman Ross Truett Ashley were taking 
undisclosed medications, and “Batman 
Shooter” James Holmes was apparently 
abusing Vicodin. In fact, if you look at 
the numbers, prescription drags are a 
far greater danger to society than crazed 
gunmen, being responsible for over 
100,000 deaths per year. That’s way more 
than the deaths from all illegal drags and 
drank drivers combined. Yet law enforce¬ 
ment continues to waste billions of tax 
dollars to combat these supposed dangers 
(including marijuana, which has never 


killed anyone), while pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies rake in billions in annual profits. 
There are around 20 million Americans 
currently on antidepressant drags that, 
despite a laundry list of horrifying side 
effects (including thoughts of suicide), are 
not only legal but aggressively advertised 
on television. Veter¬ 
ans, a group that is 
prescribed SSRIs with 
alarming regular¬ 
ity, have the highest 
suicide rate (up to 
30 a month) of any 
demographic. 

How can a pill 
whose side effects 
include “thoughts of 
suicide” possibly be 
considered an antidepressant? How can 
it even be legal? 

It’s easy to blame Hollywood or video 
games for society’s desensitization to 
violence—just like it was easy to blame 
heavy metal and Dungeons & Dragons for 
teen suicides in the 1980s—but these are 
just convenient scapegoats. While violent 
people may indeed gravitate toward 
violent games, that doesn’t imply a causal 
relationship. I watch gory movies, listen 
to Satanic heavy metal and play Grand 
Theft Auto, yet I’ve never started a fight 
in my life, let alone contemplated murder. 
That’s because sane people know the 
difference between fantasy and reality. In 
fact, for many people like me, these mov¬ 
ies and video games provide a valuable 
outlet to harmlessly vent one’s anger. 

So before we start going all Tipper 
Gore on the entertainment industry, per¬ 
haps we should take a look at something 
that’s proven to screw with people’s brain 
chemistry—pharmaceuticals. And as an 
alternative treatment for depression, 
maybe we should consider a natural medi¬ 
cine that’s been proven safe and effective 
for thousands of years and is widely rec¬ 
ognized to actually reduce violent tenden¬ 
cies—cannabis. Because let’s be honest: 
The only thing that someone high on 
marijuana wants to attack is a pint of Ben 
and Jerry’s. So come on, America—isn’t it 
high time you flushed those pills and just 
fired up a joint instead? ^

Cannabis and the Courts 

Almost every successful marijuana-law reform 
measure since the early 70s has been enacted in a 
direct and democratic fashion.

T hus far, 18 states and the District 
of Columbia have medical can¬ 
nabis laws on the books. Fourteen 
states have decriminalized marijuana, 
and two—Colorado and Washington— 
have recently enacted actual legalization. 
Only the state of Alaska has effectively 
reformed its cannabis laws via judicial 
decision: In 1975, the State Supreme 
Court ruled that adults can possess a 
small amount of cannabis in their homes. 

Most judges recognize that their 
fundamental job is to interpret the law, 
not “legislate from the bench.” So when 
reform advocates go before state, federal 
and administrative courts seeking relief 
from laws created and funded by legisla¬ 
tures, they must recognize that the entire 
process is stacked against them from 
the get-go. Establishing legal standing; 
addressing jurisdictional challenges; 
getting a class-action lawsuit certified; 
advancing religious defenses; challenging 
the legal definition of cannabis; litigating 
to compel the Feds to stop blocking unbi¬ 
ased scientific research or to report on sci¬ 
entific findings related to cannabis more 
accurately (and using modern citations); 
suing the government to allow indus¬ 
trial hemp under existing international 
treaties; and mounting administrative- 
law challenges to the clearly inaccurate 
scheduling of marijuana under the federal 


Voters and their elected 
representatives managed 
to pass decriminalization 
or legalization measures in 
half a dozen states. 

Controlled Substances Act or its various 
counterparts at the state level—all make 
the judicial process nearly prohibitive 
for cannabis-law reformers under every 
conceivable circumstance. 

The most recent dead-end legal 
proceeding for cannabis-law reform took 
place in January, when the US Court of 
Appeals in Washington, DC, rejected a 
nearly 10-year-old rescheduling petition 
from Americans for Safe Access (ASA), 


which advocates for the 
medicinal use of cannabis. 

In its ruling, the court 
asserted that Congress was 
responsible for making the 
plant a Schedule I drug, 
and it therefore has the 
authority to change the 
Controlled Substances Act 
based on new and compel¬ 
ling scientific evidence 
anytime it wants. But the 
court also subjectively 
ruled that there is not 
enough new research on cannabis to 
justify overturning the will of Congress. 

Remarkably, in the 10 years that ASA 
was fighting successive presidential 
administrations in the courts to create a 
medical system for cannabis, the voters 
and their elected representatives man¬ 
aged to pass decriminalization or legal¬ 
ization measures in half a dozen states. 
And in the coming years, cannabis-law 
reformers at the federal, state and local 
levels will be mounting a series of legal¬ 
ization and other ballot initiatives. 

Unfortunately, unlike the civil-rights 
movement of an earlier era, we can’t 
look to the courts to effect changes in 
the law anytime soon. In the end, when 
it comes to cannabis-law reform, it’s all 
up to US. 4(r

High Karli 

The fight for marijuana rights in 
Texas is what drives Karli Duran. 

In the late 70s and early ’80s, Karli 
Duran’s parents owned a popular 
headshop in Dallas, TX, named 
Strawberry Fields Head World. They 
were early contributors to NORML—in 
fact, Karli still proudly displays an 
original Doonesbury cartoon above 
her fireplace, won by her parents at a 
NORML art auction. With a heritage 
like this, it’s only natural that Karli 


found her way into the arena 
of marijuana activism. 

Her path began as 
a journalist, writing 
about cannabis and 
the Drug War in 2011 for 
Weird magazine, a free 
monthly distributed in South 
and Central Texas. However, her 
crowning achievement was helping 
to establish and operate San Antonio 
NORML, for which she serves as 
executive director. Karli has often 
been interviewed and quoted in local 


media and marijuana outlets 
like Time 4 Hemp and the 
NORML Show Live. She’s 
also an active participant 
and volunteer at count¬ 
less marijuana-law reform 
events, including the Texas 
Marijuana March, the Doobie 
Awards and the Cowboy Cup. Her 
current focus is on trying to get Bexar 
County to honor the state’s "cite and 
release” law. 

“I had always heard that Austin 
police were more lenient on people 


busted with marijuana,” she says. 
“But in San Antonio and most cities 
in Texas, we are not near as lucky. I 
didn’t understand how a bill that was 
passed unanimously was not being 
implemented throughout the state 
five years later.” 

Karli plans to continue her meet¬ 
ings with local officials throughout 
the year to achieve this goal. Never 
one to shy away from advocacy, she 
can often be spotted driving around 
town in a smart car replete with mari¬ 
juana logos and NORML branding.
